Summary of “Pews ‘from ‘the Fav Gast.

JAPAN. 

Dates from Kanagawa come down to the 14th of June, and 
announce the adjustment of our demands, but the particulars 
had not been made public when the mail left. The following 
from tho Overland Trade Report appears to be the reflex of 


general opinion on the subject :— 

“From Japan the intelligence is most difficult to comprehend. The 
arrangement referred to in last report has clearly been carried, but all 
particulars are carefully suppressed. The probability is that wise councils 

fave prevailed, and that war with England has been eschewed, The 
menacing attitude of affairs drew together about Yedo a vast number of 
Lonins, that is, the discharged retainers of the Daimios—a most desperate, 
dangerous class of men. That these men have banded together to kill all 
the foreigners who might fall in their way, the Japanese authorities declare, 
and make it appear that the difficulty has been to thwart and restrain them. 
Negotiations have teen conducted with the Tycoon, who seems to be 
associated in Council with the young Prince of Mito, wke is known to be 
adverse to the admittance of foreigners into the ccuntry. Whilst these 
negotiations have been guing on, the authorities have managed to frighten 
every foreigner out of Yedo and Kanagawa too—all are now at Yokuhama. 
The Lnited States Legation caught fire at Yedo by accident, and this cir- 
cumstance was availed of to induce the Minister to abandon the capital. 
‘The warnings of the intentions of the Lonins succeeded in frightening the 
foreign dwellers from Yokuhama. 

« The result of the negotiations, so far, has been a decided retrograde 
movement of the position of foreigners in the country, for not only are 
they restricted to Yokohama, i the Bay of Yedo, but they are actually 
confined there; for the authorities have given notice that the Lonias 
swarm to such an extent in the neighbourhood, that they cannot ensure 
the safety of foreigners beyond the precincts of the limited settlement. 
Besides all this, the loss of trade to British merchants, pending the nego- 
tiations, has been heavy. 

“The probability is that the British Admiral has been completely 
‘choused.’ The ‘Tycoon’s Government have doubtless convinced him 
that they cannot control the country, but that if he will save their faces 
and keep his demands quiet, they will arrange by degrees. The pecuniary 
demands will, of course, be satisfied, and as the poor admiral will doubtless 
be persuaded that a complete overturn of the Goverament and consequent 
anarchy will result by his proceeding to violence, he probably has 
induced to temporize and yield. It is the Canton city gate affair 
over again. ‘The Japanese seem to have had it ail their own 
way, for immediately they had succeeded in driving all foreigners to Yoku- 
haina, matters began to resume their wonted appearance. The servants 
began to return—artisans could be had as usual—the native shops of 
honses began to be filled with goods and furniture, and so on. 

“ The closest reticence was observed by the Bi authorities, It was 
believed that the indemnity claimed had been pai at it was entirel: 
out of the power of the Tycoon to surrender the murderer of Mr. Richard- 
ton, but that a tradal concession, in the state of an open port, would be 
given instea ‘ 

The following is ou the burning of the American Legation,

“On the night of the 23rd May the temple at Yedo, in which the 
United States Legation res'ded, was burned down, ‘The fire originated

CHINA. 
PEKING. 

‘There is no news of any moment. 

Tables showing the population of China under various dynas- 
ties have been transferred to the China Mail from the learned 
German work translated by the Rev. W. Lobscheid. From 
these it appears that the total number of inhabitants of China 
is upwards of 414,686,994, and of Pcking and its environs, 
2,553,159. 

SHANGHAI. 
CAPTURE OF TAI-TSAN. 

" The Bishop of Victoria's stirring appeal to those who were 
eye-witnesses of the atrocious cruelty perpetrated on the rebel 
prisoners after the capture of Tai-tsan, to place him in posses- 
sion of reliable details of the affair, will not be in vain. Nu- 
Merous rumours, reports, assertions of similar inhumanity ou 
the part of the Imperialists towards thcir conquered enemies 
have at different times been circulated ; but we believe no case 
has occurred susceptible of such undoubted verification as the 
present. An eye-witness, whose statemerts the Worth China 
Herald unhesitating endorses, adding that others were witnesses 
of the facts he relates, says :— 

“ About eleren o'clock a.m. on the day following the capture of Tai- 
tsan (Sunday, May Srd), seven prisoners xere brought into the Impe- 
rialist camp near Wy-con-sin, being stripped perfectly nude; they were 
each tied to a stake and tortured with the most refined cruelty. Arrows 
appeared to have been forcibly driven into various parts of their bodies, 
heads, region of heart, abdomen, &c., from whence issued copious streams 
of blood. This mode of torture falling short of satiating the demoniacal 

irit of their tormentors, recourse was had to other means, Strips of 

fesh were cut, or rather hacked (judging from the appearance presented, 
the instrument seemed too blunt to cut), from different parts of their 
ies, which, banging bya small portion of skin, presented an appearance 
truly horrible. In no case, however, were their eyes injured. For hours 
these wretched beings writhed in agony. About sunset they were led 
forth more dead thar alive by a brutal executioner who, sword in hand, 
thirsting to imbrue his hand in blood, seemed the sery incarnation of a 
fiend. Seizing his unfortunate victims, he exulting led them forth, mock- 
ing and insulting them, and then, by hewing, hacking, and using a sawing 
motion, he succeeded eventually in putting an end to their sufferings by 
partially severing the head from the body.” 

The North China Herald aids the following remarks: 

“These men were captured by the Imperialists mainly through the in- 
strumentality of troops disciplined by Europeans and led by a British 
officer, and unless we use every exertion to prevent a repetition of such 
inhuman cruelty, we become morally implicated in the deed. No re- 
Monstrances that can be made by Sir Frederick Bruce to the Prince of 
Kung ; no threats that can be held out by General Brown to the Fubtai can 
‘be too strong for the occasion. The latter possesses the power, if he can 
only be inspired with the will, to check such acts on the part of his sub- 
ordivates,” 

The plaintift engaged to prove that the present defendant not 
only acted as his brother’s agent, but as priucipal, in the 
matter. He had entered into a contract as the actual principal, 
and was liablo for its performance. The sale to Mr. Sassoon D, 
Sassoon had been effected as stated in March, 1862. Since the 
18th July of that year, defendant had been in receipt of all 
rents and profits accruing from the property ; not a cent of 
them hid reichcd Dr. Barton, Not ouly so, but the property 
had been re-let to the tenants now in possession, and the rents 
received by the defendant. The land was sold by Dr. Barton 
as Lot 117 and registered in the Consular Books—he should 
prove this by Mr. Solomon Sussoon—and nothing was said 
about measurement. Dr. Barton informed Mr. Sassoon D, 
Sassoon before leaving London, that he was coming out here to 
settle the matter; and after his arrival the contract was 
entered into on which he now sucd the defendant, and by which 
the latter undertook to settle the aifuir with Dr. Darton, He 
signed it as principal, and said nothing abont signing as ageut. 
Mr. Sassoon had put up landmarks, showing he considered 
himself in possession of the property, and had left them stand 
ing until the previous day, with the mark of David Sassoon, 
Sons, and Co. on them, The reason why the contract was not 
fulfilled was as follows. A decd of sale had been prepared for 
signature, but objected to by Dr. Barton, because it specified a 
particular quantity of land. Tt was then, first, that Mr. So, 
Sassoon said he was only an agent, resciaded the contract he 
had entered into, and referred the matter back to his brother. 
He considered such conduct at least a gross instance of bad 
faith. However, whether the contract were rescinded or con- 
firmed, it was urgent that it should be settled, and it was to 
























hasten such a result that the matter was brought before the 
Court. There wete two points to be considered—1st., whether 
the defendant were only an agent; 2nd, whether the contract 
‘were really entered into. 

In bis evidence Dr. Alfred Barton stated :— 

At the time of signing the contract, it was @nderstood that the bond 
should be cancelled and the deed of sale executed. The bond has been 
cancelled, The deed of sale has not been executed, because the defen- 
dant would not allow the words ‘ more or less'to be inserted. The draft 
deed was submitted to my solicitor, who qualified the covenant by the in- 
sertion of these words. ‘I said that ‘more or less’ must remain, and if it 
proved any smaller quantity they should still stand. I did not sell any 
actual quantity. 1 sold a plot of ground. One of the title deeds de- 
scribes a part of the property as containing 10 mow 1 how; the other 
describes another part as 2 mow 7 fun. 1 don't know whether Mr. Solo- 
mon Sassoon's statement as to the quantity is right or wrong. I appointed 
Mr. Tootal my agent in Shanghai to conclude the matter. ‘The sum of 
taels 1,000 was agreed on to settle a dispute of enchange, not on account 
of dispute about rents. ‘There were disputes as to who should receive 
the rents, It was understood that he should pay £13,000, and that he 
should receive the rents. I do not know that the descriptions contained 
in the title deed are wrong. I went with Mr. Knevitt the surveyor and 
showed him the land, The agreement of 22nd December was so far 
carried out as to transfer the register. Mr. Sol. D. Sasoon’s letter con- 
tains his objection, Iam aware that he objects to take the property om 
the ground that it is less than is mentioned in the title-deeds, There bas 
been a long correspondence. (Mr. Barton's letter replying to Mr. Sas- 
soon’s, accepting sale, produced.) 1 don't remember ever telling Mr. 
Sassoon that there were about 13 mow of land.” 

For the defence, Mr. Solomon David Sassoon testified :-— 

‘J have acted as agent for Mr. Sassoon in London, in relation to the 
sale of Dr. Barton's property. My authority was by letter only. The 
original letters written by Mr. Sassoon D. Sassoon are in London. I 
was informed by my brother, through a Hebrew letter, that the property 
in question was 18 mow. I wrote to say I heard it measured about 10 
mow ; but he answered tively it was 13 mow—that I was mistaken. 
The date of his letter was August, 1862. 1 had not seen the title.deeds 
when I wrote. Idid not consult a solicitor till December. That was 
when agreement of 20th December was drawn up. I had not seen the 
title-deeds on the 20th December. I got the deeds immediately after the 
agreement was drawn up from the Consulate. I wrote immediately after- 
wards to Mr. Sassoon in London. I believed the representation in the 
title-deed, that the property contained 13 mow. I got the impression as 
to its being 10 mow from the Land Renters’ list. I did not know till 1 
got the deeds how much was going to be transferred. It was after 1 got 
the title-deeds that I knew that there was a transfer of the 13 mow. jut 
for the subsequent occasion which led me to get the property measured, F 
should have accepted the amount mentioned in the deeds as correct. Mr. 
Barton never told me that the descriptions in the deed were incorrect. On 
the 14th May I was anxious to have the water closed, and the memo- 
randum in question was drawn up. Nothing was mentioned in it about 
the bond or the deed, as drawn up by Mr. Barton's agent. I remember 
your telling me that [ should have to be particular about the title-deed, as. 
it might be questioned in London. ‘he land proved about 4) mow 
short. Acting as agent, I did not consider I could accept the quantit; 
without consulting my principal. I have no letter from my brother whic! 
would justify me in accepting so skort a quantity. The land measures 
8m. Sf. Ihave been requested by him to be very particular. 1 have no 
personal interest in the matter. {f I act beyond my instructions, I am 
liable for what I do; and for that reason I decline to accept a short 
quantity.” 

On the assembling of the court the following morning it was 
announced that it had been agreed to wait till an answer could 
be received from Mr. Sassoon David Sassoon in London, before 
taking any further proceedings. Mr. Lawrance said ho was 
empowered by his client to accede to the arrangement, asa part 
of which Mr, Sassoon had agreed to pay Dr. Barton 4,000 tacls 
on account of the rents he had collected. The case was accord- 
ingly adjourned for five months. On June 15th, however, the 
parties came again into court, unable to agree as to the form 
of receipt which should be used. The Court stated it was under 
the impression that the 4,000 taels were to be paid on account 
of rents, Counsel for the plaintiff coutended that it was to be 
paid out of rents, After further discussion and evidence on the 
merits of the whole case, the Court decided that the defendant 
Solomen D. Sassoon had sufficient authority from his brother 
Sassoon D. Sassoon to enter into and complete the contract of 
the 14th May, 1863, for the purchase of tle land in question ; 
that the plaintiff did not give any warranty express or implied 
as to the actual area of the lots; that the plaintiff did not sell 
the lots “per mow” but in bulk, as a certain property with 
buildings thereon; that the defendant, by accepting the custo= 
mary transfer of the property at the British Consulate so far 
back as the 28th July and 20th December, 1862, without any 
stipulation whatever as to the measurement ; and by entering 
into the contract of the 14th May, 1863, by collecting the rents, 
renewing leases and exercising divers other acts of ownership, 
satisfied this Court that he, the defendant, bought the property, 
and the Court considers that the defendant is not justified in 
withholding the payment of the purchase money ; and that the 
plaintiff had perlormed his part of the contract. Judgment 


was therefore given for the plaintiff with costs, 
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The grievance caused by the Chinese Taoutae being allowed 
to tax residents in the foreign settlement, has been amicably 
adjusted by the establishment of a co-operative plan of taxation, 
by which}half of the sums collected goes to the Municipal 
Council for civic expenditure, and the other half to the Taoutac 
for military purposes. 

A meeting of the pew-renters of Trinity Church was lately 
held at H.B.M.'s Consulate, when it was agreed to memorialise 
Lord Russell to appoint @ suitable chaplain for Shanghai, to 
whom £800 a-year will be paid. 

On the 15th of June a sad accident occurred, by which two 
captains lost their lives by falling overboard while wrestling in 
a gooi-humoured way. Their names will be found in our list 
of deaths. Another accident occurred by an explosion of 
gunpowder, in which Monsieur Juvet lost his life. 

An action had been brought in the Consular Court, before 
J. Markham, Esq., the officiating Consul, and J. G. Flowerdew 
and F. Gamwell (assessors), by Mr. Lessler against Messrs. Moses 
and Co, to recover the sum of 1,575 tls., which the plaintiff 
alleged he had lost owing to the non-fulfilment by the defend- 
ants of an agreement to carry 1,000 piculs of rice to Ningpo 
on board the steamer Argus, The morning the Argus arrived 
the plaintiff had asked Messrs. Moses and Co. whether they 
would load 1,000 piculs of rice in her. The answer was posi- 
tively in the affirmative, and a shipping order was given for 
that quantity. The order could not then be stamped at the 
Custom-house, as the inward cargo had not been received. Tie 
next morning plaintiff found the steamer loading in ballast, and 
complained. The answer was that there was not time to take 
the rice on board. He had lost the opportunity of chartering 
another ship, because he could not make up the fall cargo by 
1,000 piculs. On the part of Messrs. Moses and Son, it was 
argued that to enable Mr. Le:sler to bring an action he 
must show that Moses and Co. had contracted to send his 
cargo by the Argus, at a particular time and on that particular 
trip. There was not the slighest ground to assume that this 
was the case. The Court decided that this shipping order 
must bo looked upon as a contract between them. Plaintiff had 
failed to show loss, and the judgment would merely mark the 
sense of the Court of the breach of contract. Defendants to 
pay plaintiff the sum of two hundred taels, and the costs of the 
suit. 

The following was the verdict come to by the jurors assembled 
at the United Estates Consulate to inquire into the cause of 
the death of the master of the Emily Banning, to which we 
referred in our last :— 


An inquisition taken for the people of the United States, at the “ Inter- 
national Hotel,” in this Purt of Shanghai, China, on the 24th of May, 
1863, before me, George S. Porter, Deputy-Consul of the United States, 
in and for the said port, upes: the view of the body of Captain John 
‘McKinnon, then and there lying dead upon the oaths of E. H. Brown, J. 
§. Dollim, Captain C. L. Abbott, Captain J. McKay, W. C. Clemons 
and James Wainwright, good and lawful men of the said port, who 
being duly sworn to inquire on the part of the people of the United States, 
into the circumstances attending the death of the said Captain John 
McKinnon, and by whom the same was produced, and in what manner,and 
when and where the said Captain John McKinnon came to his death, do 
say upon their oath, as aforesaid, that one J. D. Bulkly, of the port of 
‘Shanghai, on the 23nd day of May, 1863, at 7.30 o'clock or thereabouts, 
in the evening of that day, with force and arms, did at Shanghai, the 
port aforesaid, then and there feloniously and violently taake an assault, 
in and upon the body of the aforesaid Captain John McKinnon, then 
and there present, and that the said J. D. Bulkly, then and there with a 
certain pistol, which he the said J. D. Bulkly, then and there held in his 
right hand, violently and feloniously inflicted a mortal wound in the ab- 
domen, about four inches above to the right of the naval, the ball passing 
through his body and lodging on the right side of the spine near the sur- 
face of the said Capt. John McKinnon, of which said mortal wound the 
seid Capt. John McKinnon, at the hour of 3.15 o’clock P.M., on the 23rd 
day of May, 1863, died, and s0 the said jurors do say that the said J, D. 
Bulkly did then and there feloniously mortally wound and murder the 















said Capt. John McKinnon, against peace of the people of this port. In

It is not usual that the Chinese present flattering testimonials 
to foreigners, therefore when such an incident occurs it is 
worthy of record; not merely as a mark of good-will and 
esteem between the givers and the receiver, but as another 
indication of the “new order of things in China,” inaugurated 
since the commencement of the reign ‘I’uug C’hi. Mr. Chaloner 
Alabaster, interpreter to H.B. M.’s Consulate at Shanghai, 
having signified to the Chinese maudarins, and other native 

. persons of note with whom his duties have brought him in con- 
tact, that he had obtaived leave of absence, in consequence of 





ill-health to visit his native land, they, without his knowledge, 
got up a testimonialto him, which they presented on the eve of his 
departure by the last French mail steamer. The mode of convey- 
ing their sentiments 01 the occasion was thoroughly Chinese, 
and gives us foreiguers another example of their peculiar customs, 
On the day appointed, five “ grave and reverend seniors” came 
to Mr. Alabaster’s residence, their servants carrying a large 
crimson satin canopy,such as are borne over the heads of man- 
darins, only this had triple folds hanging down and covered 
with a profusion of Chinese characters; four large ones in 
velvet, and upwards of 600 embroidered in gold thread. The: 
translation of the former, with three rows of small ones on the 
upper part, signify that “the gentry and people of Shanghai and 
Soon-kiong, present this testimonial to Interpreter Alabaster 
with gratitude and affection, for his eminent services in the 
council and the field. Shanghai, June 15th, 1863.” Then fol~ 
lows the name of tho donors, upwards of 200 in number, 
tastefully sewn with gold thread. This singular testimonial was 
presented in due form by the bearers of it “‘kotowing” to the 
recipient ; which was responded to by Mr. Alabaster thanking 
them in his choicest Chinese, at which all partics were much 
gratified. 

Mr. Henry Jefferd Tarrant, Barrister of the Middle Temple, 
was, on the motion of the Attorney-General admitted to the 
bar of this colony. 

CHTN-KIANG, 

Chin-kiang (says the North China Ilerald) as one of the 
three open ports on the Yang-tse, rarely commands the atten- 
tion which it deserves. Formerly, before the descent of the 
Taipings into this province, it was a great commercial empo- 
rium, with a population of half a million, and presenting a 
bustle and activity unequalled by any other trading mart om. 
the “Great River.” Its proximity to the entrances—north 
and south—of the imperial canal, situated midway between 
Peking and Hangchow ; its commanding site as a place of de- 
fence in case of hostile invasion, and its position on the first 
narrow rocky reach as you ascend the mighty stream, rendered 
it the central key of the Chinese Empire towards the sea, 
Since these devastating insurrectionists have made their ap- 
pearance, this once populous city has become almost deserted, 
and its fine temples and streets a mass of blackened ruins. The 
legitimate commerce of the place has dwindled down to a 
limited import trade with foreigners, and the export trade in 
produce has ceased. Notwithstanding these drawbacks, Lord 
Elgin, with commendable foresight, stipulated in the Treaty of 
Tien-tsin that Chin-kiang should form one of the open ports ; and 
that a tract of land, adjoining the town, be sct apart as the British 
concession. Accordingly, shortlyafter the river was opencdanum- 
ber of enterprising merchants proceeded to the port in order to 
establish themselves in business ; the foreign inspectorate of 
customs sent up a staff of officials, with a commissioner, and a. 
vice-consul in H.B.M.’s service was stationed there. As the 
country at that time was in a more unsettled state than it is at 
preseut from the incursions of the rebels at Nanking and Soo- 
chow, it was deemed prudent by various members of this foreign 
colony to take up their abode in ships afloat ; with the excep- 
tion of the British Consul, who fixed his quarters on Silver 
Island, some two or three miles below the city. At first, when 
the traffic up the river did not excced one or two vessels a 
week, and there was scarecly any competition in trade, this. 
state of affairs was not felt, inconvenient. But as shipping and 
commerce increased, the delays, nay the dangers, experienced 
by shipmasters in being obliged to stop at Silver Island—where 
the river during the greater part of the year runs like a sluice, 
was felt by English merchants to be a crying cvil, from which 
traders of other nations were exempt. So much is this the 
case, that ove English firm of long standing and influence in 
Shanghai, have a steamer plying on the river under the Ame- 
rican flag. 

A melancholy accident Las occurred by the ups tting of & 
boat near Silver Island, in which a mav-ol-war’s man belonging 
to H.M. gunboat Hardy was lost, and the British Consul nar- 
rowly escaped from drowning, ‘Ihe accident has brought to a 
climax the necessity of removing the Consulate and the Cus- 
tom-house from that island to the mainland at Chin-kiang. The 
foreign residents had taken this occasion to call a mecting and 
petition Sir Frederick Bruce on the subject of a transfer of 
location, 





‘NINGPO, 


The fol'owing le‘ter is from a correspondent of tie Friend of” 
China j— : i 
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“There is areport here that the French are again going against the 
rebels, and are making grand preparations at Shavhing. But what place 
they intend to attack is asccret. The Footai is said (o be trying all sorts 
of dodges to increase his revenue. The last was to put out placards 
warning the country people and merchants against selling their goods to 
foreigners! These placards are posted at Shauhing, Yeuyou, and on the 
other branch of the river, at Kungwha. It is evident that the French 
have an eye to this place, or part of this province. They do little or no trade 
here, but are never without a French Government vessel. The one here at 
rcaont is the Doral de (formerly the Duncan Hoyle) a man-of-war. 
‘his craft came to relicve the Tancrede, which vessel left this last Mon- 
day. The French are building two large gunboats, and say they are going 
to build four. They have a regular dockyard just outside the South-gate 
of the city, where is also the residence of the French vice-consul, say 
about three miles from any place of business. This French coneul styles 
himself, L. Verney, Vice-Consul de France, et Officier des Engineers. 

“ Consul Harvey may well be able to go home on leave and half- 

ay, if he only gets half the reat of the land and houses he owns down 
Bete. You cant walk 100 yards about the place but you see stones stuck 
up with F. P. cut on them, marking out Harvey's property, and also that 
of his boy. 

« T never heard of ro many vessels in Ningpo at any one time as there 
are at present. The place is crammed with them, and nearly all are 
foreigners—Danes, Germans, &c. So much for free-trade. They run all 
the English vessels off the coast. Steamers run every day from this to 
Shanghai, and vice versa.” 












SWATOW. 

At Swatow the chief topic of interest cottinues to be the 
change of site for the Consulate. ft is considered that the 
Consul’s excuses for making the change are flimsy. Some re- 
marks or the subject, as well as a letter from the Consular 
interpreter, are published in the China Mail. 


HONG KONG. 

"Pao fortifications of! Hog Kong are spoken slightingly of 
by the China Mail, which designates them as a few stragyling 
earthwork batterics, calculated rather to alarm than to satisfy 
the minds of the timid, and we hear that a few Chinamen of 
substauce are leaving the colony. The same thing happencd 
during the Russian war, and it was some years until the ab- 
senteos returned. a naval and military depot, and the 
headquarters, in China, of both branches of the service, Hong 
Kong must always be garrisoned; but this important and 
wealthy colony is left to the protection of a few mud batteries. 

Great improvements are taking place at Pokfoolum. Five 
permanent brickstone houses have been erected, one is a 
Japanese house, brought from the country of the Rising Sun, 
piecemeal, and put together here. Verdure is taking the place 
‘of barrenness; flowers, shrubs, and trees were being freely 
planted by the settlers, and groves of bamboos had also been 
iid out. 

The clock-tower is a total failure as regards the site, except 
as viewed from the harbour, Still, it is found a great con- 
venience, and a public appeal had been made to discharge the 
debt upon it. 

‘The Verbena reports having been attacked by pirates outside 
Green Island, A suspicious-iocking junk hove in sight astern 
of the ship, fired a gun across the vessel's stern ; afterwards 
worked her way to windward, got in-shore off the land soas we 
could not see her. She fired several shots at the ship ; we 
returned two or three shots from our large guns, and several 
tausket shots. After the shots were fired, she lowered a boat 
‘with the intention of coming on aboard ; several passengers 
could speak the Chinese language; the Captain told them to 
Iail the boat, that if they should approach nearer the vessel, he 
should fire at them, so they returned to their junk. From the 
report of the junk’s guns, they must have been heavy metal. 

‘The Chamber of Commerce ‘has published a report of its 
progress during the past year. ‘he number of members is now 
down to forty-six ; but as tbat umber comprises all the best 
names in the colony, and as Mr. Lay's charges against the 
foreign mercantile body are to be dealt with immediately, the 
Chamber is likely to make its existence felt during the next 
twelve months. 

















CANTON, 

* Three French soldiers were captured by the Chinese in the 
western suburbs of Canton in the act of robbing a silversmith’s 
shop, and it was only after a desperate resistance that they 
were scized and handed over to the authorities, who scut them 
to the French Consul, 

Considerable alarm among the European residents at Honam 
has also been excited by the appearance of another burglar, 
bent, apparently, on emulating the feats of the “ spring-heeled 
Jack” who committed so many adroit robberies there about a 
Sear ago. 

Tee trade is thus noticed in the China Mail :-—To com- 





mence with the summary of duties received, we are enabled to 
place in juxtaposition the totals reported during the years be- 
ginning with the last twelvemouth under the old system, 





which show unmistakably the progressive decline of the

A difference of 409,000 tacls between the years 1860 and 
1862 shows a sad falling off in the revenue, and probably re- 
presents with tolerable fairness the relative condition of trade, 
though we have been given to understand that an aioount of 
coutrol formerly exercised by the Foreign Inspectorate over the 
foreign trade in native boats has of late passed into the hands 
of the native customs, so that the total amount of 1862 pro- 
bably excludes certain receipts for duty which might legitimately 
have been credited to the revenue from foreign trade. Although, 
however, the amount of duty receipts is perhaps the most 
substantial form in which the movement of commerce can be 
exhibited, there still remains atangible mode of representation, 
in the estimated value of the import and export trade, This 
we find represented as follows :—

These figures, which are of course au approximation only to the 
truth, are arrived at by computing at an average price the total 
amounts which have been imported and exported of each 
description of merchandise. The detailed list from which these 
totals are taken—and which is suggestive of enormous labour 
in the compilation—affords some curious facts. Here, as every- 
where else (it will be a satisfaction to our Federal readers to 
perceive), the American war has produced its mark. We find 
that, during 1861, the staple by far the most largely imported, 
was Bombay cotton, which figures in the return for that year to 
the enormous value of $3,105,917. In the first half of 1862, 
only $481,617 worth was imported, and after the 30th June, 
not an ounce seems to have found its way into port. During 
the six months ending 31st December, 1862, we ouly find 
forcign (Japan) Cotton to the value of $4,216 imported, but 
native cotton has been brought in from the coast to the value 
of $631,520. 

With regard to opium, the year 1862 appears to exhibit a 
vast increase in the amount passed through the Customs—the 
result probably of the active measures adopted by the Chinese 
last year for maintaining a surveillance over the native trade, 
Thus we find that whilst in 1861 the gross fvalue of opium 
imported is computed at $933,412, the value in 1862 is 
placed as high as $2,663,005, Still it would be difficult to 
determine how large a proportion of this increase is attribu- 
table solely to a difference in the average price. 

Of Tea, we find there were exported in 1861, 39,474,859 lbs, 
of which upwards of 31,000,000 Ibs. were for Great Britain; 
and in 1862, 32,894,031 Ibs. ‘Ihe valucs are respectively 
computed at $9,829,028, and $8,066,485. 

MACAO, 

From Macao we learn that the new Governor (Amaral), who 
arrived from Lisbon a few days ago as successor to Governor 
Guimarens, was received with great rejoicings. 





THE PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA, 
Dates from Manila are to the 24th June. 
letter is from a correspondent of the China Mail 

« People here have not got over the panic caused by theearthquake ; the 
destruction of life and property, especially the latter, has been terrible. I 
should estimate it at the very lowestat six millions of dollars. Nost: ics. 
have been published of the killed and hurt —that is, no general ones—and 
those referring to particular places are very incorrect, and do not give any- 
thing like the real number. I should say that the killed cannot be less 
than 1,000, and the hurt 500 or 600. Some people estimate the former 
at 5,000 or 6,000, but this I think is not likely to be correct. ‘ihe only 
foreigner killed was a Prussian engineer, who would go into the sireet, and 
was immediately crushed by the falling tiles and stones. In such cases, if 
you ure living in a stone-house at Manila, you should always take refuge 
in the Zaguan or Porte Cochere, which is usually built with strong pillars 
and arches, and is the safest place ia the house. The aspect of Manila 
now is exceedingly irisfe, and she will not recover her prestine splendour 
for fifly or n hundred years to come. Mr, Higgin has resigned the post 
of Acting Vice-Consul at Iloilo.” 

Notwithstanding the disturbance and confusion caused by 
the earthquake of the 3rd, the principal articles of export not 
only maintain their prices, but some have advanced. Hemp 
has been fixed at $4.3-8ths the picul, and sugar has not goue 
down. Tho want of warehou-es and vessels will greatly con- 
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trilaite towards prices not corresponding proportionally to those 
ts of Europe and Cnina. 
ract of a private letter on the late 





distre-sing earthquake :— 

« Shorily after seven o'clock p.m., while at my desk writing, T was 
abruptly startled by my wife running into. my room with the intelligence 
that a broad and vivid flame had shot up from the earth, nearly encircling 
the city. I rushed out; but had scarcely reached the door-step when I 
became sensible of a slight trembling of the earth, and then a terrific 
vibration, as of thousands of cannon being discharged together. Before I 
had time to secure my papers, &c., the noise grew louder—the earth 
quaked ; and then—how shall I describe it? houses fell in every direc. 
tion, churckes with tapering spires and beautiful architecture trembled, 
tottered, and fell; public edifices, mansions, and houses crumbled to a 
mass of ruins. All of this once beautiful city—the work of years—was 
annihilated in less than five minutes! Among the ruins is my own house. 
Thank God I saved my wife! Over the whole arose lense cloud of 
dust, filling the eyes and nostrils of the terrified survivors, whose cries of 
terror as they ran from street to street were heartrending. A most un- 
pleasant and suffocating smell of sulphur pervaded the amosphere pre- 
ceding and during the earthquake. After placing my wife in the Church 
of San Augustine (the only church that escaped destruction, and in which 
hundreds of fugitives took refuge). I sallied forth to ascertain, if possible, 
the number of human lives sacrificed. In the first street I visited there 
had once stood a most elaborately-built mansion, and it appeared the 
owner of which, at the moment of the earthquake. was entertaining a num- 
ber of guests, as I caw several females in holiday attire wringing their 
hands and erying in despair for some lost relative or dear one. Contly 
furniture, books, plate, and valuables of every description were scatteres 
around, damaged or broken. Low and piteous moans met my ears at 
every step. Numbers were flying towards the beach, in the hope of es- 
caping by water from the horrors of the scene. Even the shipping, I am 
told, was heaved up during the earthquake, and the shore has sunk several 
feet, so altering the appearance of many places that they are almost un- 
recognisable. After considerable difficulty I managed to pick my way to 
one of the principal temples, where I knew, at the fatal moment, vespers 
were being performed—it was a mass of ruins ; appalling were the groans 
proceeding from beneath the heaps of rubbish; here and there could be 
seen the end of a priest's garment, a mutilated face, or a dead infant, 
From reliable information, | believe there are about eight or nine hundred 
killed and some thousands wounded and maimed. The Governor-General, 
‘assisted by the Archbishop of Manila, have been indefatigable in assisting 
the needy, but God only knows when the wounded will be extricated and 
the dead buried; all is confusion ; business entirely at a standstill. Tem- 
porary habitations are being erected for the homeless.” 


JAVA. 
BATAVIA. 

Batavia papers are to the 26th June. 

The import and export duties collected in Java during the 
first quarter of 1863, are 27 per cent. less in amount than in 
the corresponding quarter in 1862. 

The American whaler Wewark, Captain Smith, was wrecked 
on the 24th April, at Sandalwood Island. The crew, nineteen 
in number, were saved and had arrived at Sourabaya. Seven 
other vessels were lost on the same Island in a violent gale, 
and the natives would appear to have bchaved very badly, 
plundering the wrecks and burning them to get the iron and 
copper work, 

Numerous shocks of earthquake, some of them of rather a 
smart kind, were felt on the west coast of Sumatra during the 
months of April and May last. 

The Samarang papers state that seven vessels lying at Sandal- 
wood Island had been driven on shore in a severe storm un the 
‘98th May and destroyed. Part of the shipwrecked crews had 
arrived at Sourabaya. 

Captain Bullard, of the English ship Zeven, from the Cocos 
Islands, reports that on the 15th May that quarter was visited 
by a devastating hurricane. The largest of the islands, which 
yielded 90,000 cocoanuts per week, was completely destroyed 









































and on thefuext to it there were only 40 trees left stand- 
ing. ‘The houses did not suffer much damage. The brig 
Harriet, which lay at anchor within the reefs, broke her chain 





and was driven on shore but without sustaining much damage. 
According to a report of the natives they observed after the hur- 
ricane a ship in a crippled state drifting at a distance ; flag 
sunknown. 

THE RELAPSE OF TRADE IN JAVA. 

The temporary suspension of a large house in Batavia was 
mentioned in our last. The following extract from a Batavian 
paper throws some light on the cause :— 

“ If we should judge of the journey of the Governor-General in the 
‘Western Provinces of Java by the reports given in the Official Gazette, or 
Java Courant, that voyage can have produced nothing of much interest to 
the public. Reports received from parts of the country made us look 
‘to the future with great anxiety. Within the past few days attention has 
‘been entirely engrossed by the difficulties that have obliged one of the 
greatest and most respected houses in the commercial world to resort to 
‘measures of self-preservation. Seldom has any similar event met with s0 
much sympathy, sad the firm enjoyed the general confidence to such an 
extent that the delay of payment for which they bad petitioned 











the Court was not only granted by the unanimous consent of 
the creditors, but even at their urgent solicitation. Rumours of war 
have also had an adverse influence, as the insurers have opposed the de- 
parture of ships for Japan—a measure of prudence fully justified by the 
last reports from our Consul-General. It seems, moreover, that the whole 
of our commercial community has obtained or taken a delay, if not for 
payment, at least not for carrying on any trade. No business whatever is 
done. It has been calculated that during the first five months of this 
year not half the usual number of stamps for commercial documents have 
been taken out. Many hundreds uf chests of piece goods that had already 
paid the import duty are sent to British India, where they find most 
willing purchasers. And yet the Bank of Java hold obstinaiely to a dis- 
count of 9 per cent., in consequence of which their specie and emission, 
though allowed by their charter to be 8,400,0008. or £700,000, are already 
reduced to 4.500,000f1., or {375,000. Some attribute this stubbornness, 
equally prejudicial to the trade and the shareholders, to the resentment of 
the directors, who cannot prevail on the shareholders to adopt their ill- 
concocted plane, and have therefore, as it is asserted, applied to the Go- 
vernment, so that these authorities may be induced to decree measures 
totally at variance with the charter and the rights thereby secured to the 
shareholders. It is, however, generally expected that the Government 
will not approve their course, and that the imbroglio will end in the re- 
signation of the entire body and the accession of a new set of directors. If 
they persist in obstructing trade and industry, and if the autho- 
rities in Holland continue to put impediments in the way of the 
Governor-General, we shall soon see a difference between the progress of 
British India and the Dutch East Indies as great as the difference between 
the mades in which the loval gains of revenue are treated here and there. 
Here they are remitted to Holland, for the construction of roads and the 
gratification of some speculators in public funds ; there they are made use 
of to extend the railways of British India by a guarantee of interest, and 
to reduce continually the import duties on cotton goods, yarns, &c., and 
increase the consumption.” 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

A frightful case of amok occurred on the morning of the 
Ist July, in Shaik Madarsah Lane, Campong Glam. A Java~ 
nese sailor, for what cause we have not yet heard, ran amok, 
cutting a woman nearly to picces, and inflicting wounds more 
or less severe on other three persons. He then set fire to the 
house in which this took place, and brandishing a kris in one 
hand and a large knife in the other, deficd all attempts to 
capture hitn. Inspector Cox having arrived on the spot, re- 
peatedly called upon tho murdoror to currondury Lub Le sofevwwd 
and attempted to break through the partition into the ncigh- 
Douring house. Inspector Cox then fired at him through the 
Venctians, intending to disable him, but the ball went through 
the heart. 

Complaints continue to be made of the inconvenience caused 
to the public from there being only one person at the stamp 
office authorised to issue stamps. When sickuess or engage- 
ments elsewhere cause the absence of the collector, there is no 
one else to give out stamps, and applicants, however urgent 
their necd for stamps may be, must wait for the return of the 
collector to his office, whether the delay be only of hours or 
days.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 
Tea.—Canton: The market has been cleared of the few chops which 
remained of last season's Congous at previous rates, the refined chop of 
the previous season being also taken at a low figure. The arrival of new 
Congous is still delayed, probably owing to the favourable terms which 
the holders can make in the Hankow market, and it is now said that even 
the Oonalims will not be down for ten days or a fortnight. A few small 
musters are upon the market. In Scented Teas the purchases have been 
principally of Capers, without material alteration in rates. Of Canton 
Greens a moderate business has been done at prices previously current. 
The stock on the market is stated as follows :—Congous, country Teas, 
none; Tayshaans, about 1,000 half chests ; Canton. packed, 3.000 ditto; 
Ovlonys, 3,500 half-chests; Scented Teas, 30,000 boxes Caper and 
20,000 boxes Or. Pekoe ; Canton Greens, uncertain, 
Snancuat.—Black: New season's Teas have come forward freely 
during the whole of the fortnight, and a considerable portion of the Han- 
kow purchases have been offered on this market ; there has generally been 
little disposition shown to purchase, and most of the settlements reported 
below were made to fullil freight engagements, and assist in the dispatch of 
the firt ship. We quote good to fine Oopack, Tis, 38 to 424; finest 
Qonahms, Ts, 38 to 40. Settlements during the fortnight, 4.308 chests. 
Reshipments on owners’ account, 18,978 chests, Stock 10 GOV chests.

The following despatch has been received from Sir Frederick 
Bruce, Her Majesty’s Envoy Estraordinary and Chief Superin- 
tendent of Trade in China :— 

“ Peking, April 30, 1863, 

“ My Lord,—Referring to my despatch ® of September 8, 1862, I have 
the honour to state that Mr. Medhurst, before leaving Shanghai, published 
the letter to him which formed inclosure in that despatch. ‘Ihe publica- 
tion has done good, by clearing up the misapprehension that prevailed as 
to the real position of foreigners at the Chinese ports open to trade, and as 
evidence that Her Majesty's Government will not agree to any system 
which does not respect the territorial rights of the Chinese Government, 
and its exclusive jurisdiction over its own subjects. The exclusive juris- 
diction of China over Chinese, and of each foreign nation over its subjects, 
is the foundation on which the international relations of China with the 
outer world is based. 

“Tam glad to say that Monsieur Berthemy enclosed to the French 
Government the paper containing my correspondence with Mr. Medhurat 
as expressing the views entertained by him on this delicate question. 
They are fully concurred in by the Russian and the American Ministers. 

The British and American communities have appointed a committee 
to prepare a scheme for the municipal government of the large part of 
the settlement inhabited by them in conformity with these principles, and 
I hope that, with the aid ‘of their experience, a system may be found 
which will meet the requirements of the place, and to which the Chinese 
Government will give its assent.

REVIEW OF THE PARLIAME 
THE TIMES. 
‘The session just ended has been barren of legislation and even of debate, | 
Not a single party division has occurre, in either House, an:l few but those | 
who have been engaged in recording Pariiamentary proceedings from day 
to day will be able to recall the principal subjects of discussion, The con 
paratively interesting debates which occasionally diversified the ordinary | 
course of business were conducted by the accustomed speakers. TI 
House of Commons still follows its well-known leaders, with the exception | 
of the wise and thoughtful statesman whose unexpected death in the middle 
of the session caused universal regret. Lord Palmerston rules the House : 
with growing authority, supported by a tact which rarely fails him... 
Even the annual mesures which are, according to custom, brought for- 
ward by private members have lost their former altraction. Maynooth , 
mustered only 100 votes against 198: Sir Morton Peto’s Burials Bill was 
equally unsuccessful ; the Bal.ot was extinguished alter a mere pretence of 
debate in a thin and indifferent House ; and the opponents of Church Rates 
for the first time suffered a defeat, in place of the barren victory which in 
the last year had degenerated into a drawn battle. Mr. Forster's attempt 
to re-open the question of the Game Act of 1862 was summarily suppressed 
by a majority which refused to listen to the arguments even of the Home ! 
Secretary. ‘It appears that quiet times are not unfavourable to rel:gious | 
liberality and moderation. ‘The House of Commons rej :cted the scheme | 
ofthe Puritan and Temperance fanatics for imposing, by Mr. Suines's 
Bill, a Sunday fast on the working classes; and the most eminent mem. 
bers of the Opposition in both Houses supported the Government in passing 
an Act for payment in certain cases of Roman Catholic chaplains in gaols, 
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In the paucity of matters of politica: interest the Budget was expected 
with a curiosity not unmingled with cheertul expectations. It was observed 
with satisfaction that the financial statement wax not pressed on with 
morbid hurry, and that Mr. Gladstone dieponeed with his usual warnings. 
against the extravagance which he sometimes imputcs to his colleagues 
and to Parliament, The House of Commons adopted the resolutions 
on tobacco the more readily, when it was observed that the metropolitan 
members, under the influence of their constituents in the retail tobacco. 
trade, offered an active opposition to the change. 

The only important Government measure of the Session was brought 
forward in'the middle of June, for the prospective relief of Lancashire 
distress. Mr. Villiers’ Bill for enabling the Unions to borrow a million 
and a quarter for the employment of the operatives in useful public works 
was passed without serious opposition. A vote of little intrinsic importance 
give rise to the most animated debate, or rather to the most tumultuoas 
division, of the Session. The pretensions of the coterie of officials at 
South Kensington had provoked growing dissatisfaction both in Par- 
liament and in geueral society. It was known thal the projectors of the 
Exhibition had hoped to convert the establishment into a permanent in- 
stitution, and suspicions had arisen that an unanthorised use had been made 
of the name and authority of the Prince Cousort. 2. + In almost 
the only thoroughly bad speech which he ever delivered in the House of 
Commons Mr, Gladstone increased the irritation of his opponents while he 
discouraged his few supporters. 

‘The foreiym questions which have for some years become more and more 
prominent in Parl.amentary debates have by no means lest their interest 
nd importance ; but it happened that there were s rong reasons for avoid- 
cussion of the two ¢ mtemporury contests which engage 
universal attention, Both Houses saw the necessity of allowing a large 
discretion to the Government in dealing both with the American war and: 
with the Polish insurrection, In the debate on the Address Lord Derby, 
while he criticized Lord Russell's conduct in all other puts of the world, 
approved the strict neutrality which had been maintained in the American 
quarrel, It was unnec: nally cautions in speaking of Den- 
mark, Greece, or of China; nor could Lord Derby be expected to resist 
the temptation of quoting Lord Metbourne’s frequent question, Can't you 
let it alone?”

‘This was an action brouzht in the Exchequer for false imprisonment, 
in which the damages were la'd at £1,000. Judzment having been allowed: 
to go by default, a writ of inquiry was executed to assess the amount of 
compensation te be awar.

The Staats Courant publishes the text of the Royal Decree 
of the 20th of July, No. 46, letter H 3, containing the new 
regulations for the cultivation of sugar in the island of Java, 
the leading features of which are as follows :—The establish. 
ments for the manufacture of sugar, the contractors of which 
have lost their claim to an extension of time and renewal of 
their contracts by not giving their adhesion to the general 
fundamental principles published in the Java Courant of the 
15th of June, 1860, will, on the expiration of the now running 
engagements, be put up to public competition and let for ten 
years, ‘The persons admissible to take the contracts are Dutch 
subjects residing in Netherlands India, to the exclusion of 
natives placed on the footing of the Dutch, or Dutch subjects 
residing in the mother country, but their representatives or 
ageuts must come under the above category. The contractors 
must undertake to keep the sugar mills avd the buildings 
belonging to the establishment in good order, and give them 
up to Government in perfect repair at the expiration of the 
contract. The competition will be held at the chief town of 
the district in which the works are situated, and due notice of 
cach will be given in the Java Courant at least eight months 
before the day fixed. Those contractors, whose contracts have 
been prolonged in consequence of their having accepted the 
fandameutal regulations, have a right to claim new contracts in 
accordance with the conditions of the present Royal Decree. 
They have for that purpose to send in a petition to that effect 
to the Governor-General, who will grant them a new lease for 
the period their present ones have to run, The sugar planta- 
tions are to be divided into dessas. Not more than one-fifth 
part of the saars of cach dessa will be used, including the 
space required for roads, and the sluices, dykes, aud ditches 
not used for general purposes, but exclusively for the irrigation 
of the sugar cancs aud the convenience of those by whom they 
are planted. The laud cultivated in sugar will be changed 
every year in the usual manner, The canes must be planted 
in such a manner as to become ripe in regular succession, and 
brought to the sugar mills for crushing at the most suitable 
period. The contractor is authorised to demand that the 
ground be manured on his paying the expenses of that opera- 
tion. The extent of each plantation will be fixed by the 
Governor-General with reference to the population of the dis- 
trict, but in no case can it exceed 400 baurs, each of five 
hundred square roods. The contractor is bound to pay to the 
native workmen wages according to the quantity of sugar pro- 
duced from the canes on cach bauw, according to the following 
le:—For each of the first 45 piculs, 3 fl.; for every 
al above 45, 1 fl. 50 cents; but with o minimum 
of 90f. per bauw, even with a less produce than 30 
piculs per bouw. Of these working expenses 454. per 
bouw must be paid as scon as the planting of the canes 
is completed, and the “other 45 fl, when they have arrived at 
maturity. ‘The Governor-General is nevertheless empowered on 
the renewal of contracts as above mentioned to insert the con- 
dition making it binding on the contractor to pay a mivimum 
of 75 fl, for wages to the native workman for each bouw, in 
which case 45 fl. must be paid at the planting and 30 fl. when 
the canes are ripe for cutting. To the chicfs of dessas the 
contractors are bound to pay a compensation for their superin- 
tendence of the plantations and for their time and trouble, 
according to the following scal

Wherever it can be done without prejudice to the cultivated 
lauds of the natives themselves, the sugar mills 'may be put in 
motion by water. If water cannot be obtained steam may be 
used as a motive power. In each contract the condition will be 
inserted if steam or running water is to be the motor. The 
cutting of the sugar cane, its conveyance to the mill and all the 
other operations, wiil be performed without any interference on 
the rart of Government, In case the contractors are not able 
to find sufficient voluntcer labourers to cut and bring in the 
canes, they may apply to the Goverament who will furnish the 
number of men required, to be paid wages at h 
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cent per bundle of twenty-fine canes. Contractors are not per- 


mitted to crush and boil any canes not grown on the plantation | 


‘belonging to the establishment, No money is to be advanced 
to the contractors to enable them to carry on their operations, 
‘but they are permitted to demand a payment of half the valuc 
on account on all quantities of sugar delivered in to the 
Government stores, the rest to be left till the final settlement. 
The contractors are bound to deliver every year into the 
Government stores a certain quantity of sugar, 70 per cont. of 
which must be of the standard samples No. 16 to 20 inclusive and 
the remainder of the quality from No. 12 to 15 inclusive. The 
price to be paid by Government for the sugar is fixed at 8 fl. per 
picul of 125 Amsterdam Ibs. for the standard sample No. 16, 
with an increase of } fl. for each higher number up to No. 20, 
and 4f1. less for each number down to No. 12. The former 
fundamental regulations published in the Staats Courant of the 
15th of June, 1860, are hereby repealed. The Minister for the 
C-lonial Department is charged with the due execution of the 
Decree, and is bound to give a copy of it to the Council of 
State.

HLM.’s steam frigate Zeeland, 51 guns, has arrived at 
Viisingen from her cruise in the Mediterranean, and is to be 
overhauled and fitted out with immediate despatch for the East. 
It is stated in naval circles that she is under orders for Japan, 
to reinforce the Dutch squadron there for the protection of the 
merchants and their property in that couatry, The third class 
screw corvette Vesuvius, of 10 guns, from the Fast Indies, last 
from Surinam, has arrived at Niewe Deep. 

A fine clipper-built frigate ship called the Dordrecht, of 800 
tons, has just been successfully launched from the building 
yard called Merwede, of the shipbuilders Messrs. Cornelius Gips 
and Son, of Dordrecht. She is intended for the East India 
trade, and belongs to a private association under the direction 
of Messrs. Gerrit van Hoogstraaten and Son of that city. She 
will be commanded by Captain F. H. Loos, who is well known 
in the trade. 

At a mecting of shareholders of the Dutch Trading Com- 
pany, Mr. A. Rueb was elected commissioner, and Mr, C. P. 
Sandel his substitute. 

Mr. D. Bauduin, partner in the firm of Messrs. Kreglinger, 
Dumbler, and Co., of Batavia, now residing st Breda, has been 
elected one of the directors of the Bank of Rotterdam, just esta- 
blished in that city. 

A letter from the Cape of Good Hope states that the Dutch 
ship Prince of Orange, from Java to this country, had been 
condemned as unseaworthy and sold for £1,100. The hull 
alone realised £260. The Hamburg ship D. F. Weber Senior, 
from Sourabaya had put into Simon’s Bay, leaky and with 
damage to sails and rigging. 

During the month of July 20 vessels have arrived from the 
Far East (against 40 in June, 26 in May, and 13 in April), 
bringing 47,388 bags of coffee, 38,627 kranjangs of sugar, and 
2,198 bags of pepper. Four of these vessels brought cargoes 
for the company, and 16 for private merchants. Thirteen dis- 
charged at Amsterdam, and seven at Rotterdam. Three came 

from Batavia, four from Sourabaya, seven from Banjoewangie, 








two from Samarang, one from Passaroean, two from Padang, and 
one from Macassar. 

The King of the Belgians has been pleased to accept the 
resignation of Ruys, hitherto H.M’s. Consul at Batavia, and to 
appoint Mr. Rochussen to the vacant consulship. 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. W. Kobold has just died at Maes- 
tricht, in his 60th year. He entered the army as a private, 
and went out to India as far back as 1825, when the war broke 
out in Java, In the following year he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant, 1833 to be First Licutenant, 1836 to be 
Captain, 1842 to be Major, and 1845 Lieut.-Colonel with the 
command of the Djayang Sccars and Pradjocrits, in which 
capacity he remained till 1853, when he became Colonel and 
commandant of the First Military District in Java. In 1832 
he received the medal for the campaign in Java, and then was 
| named Knight of the Military Order of Willem. ‘Two years 
| ater he was praised in the despatches for his conduct on the 
| West Coast of Sumatra, and raised to the Third Class of the 
Order of Willem, He was buried at Naastricht with military 
honours, a funeral oration being pronounced over his grave by 
Colonel Lebron de Vexela, himscli decorated for his gallantry 
| at Kjaga Raga, the late King having presented him with a 
sword of honour as he had declined being made a military 
kuight.

COMVERCIAL. 

Correr.— Since the departure of last mail the market remained quiet 
fora week; but since then more activity has sprung up, and there have 
been some considerable sales effected at full prices. They consisted chiefly 
of Sumatra, of which 10,000 bags were taken at 45 cents, and 1,200 bags 
of inferior quality at 36. Of private trade Java the market is bare, and 
only a few lots out of the company’s last sale have changed hands, for 
which a trifle above sale prices was paid by needy purchasers. The de- 
liveries in July were 24,288 bags, ayainst 2.603 last year. The deliveries 
for the first seven months were 433,194 bags, against 449,241 last year, 
and 607.457 in 186], ‘The present stocks on company’s warrants are 
100,962 bags, against 41,895 last year. 

Suvar.—The raw articles continues in a depressed condition, though 
rather less so during the last week. Refiners appear to have provided 
themselves largely with stock at the company’s sale, and huse eriough to 
go with for some time. A few hundred kranjangs of Java have been sold 
for exportation at 1 fl. under the prices of the July sale. Refined sugars 
enjoy alittle more demand. ‘There is also again some inquiry for ship. 
ment to Russia 

Rice.—A sale of 6,000 bags of inferior paddy at 4}. depresed the 
market for a few days, but it is grarlually recovering, and since then 4,000 
bays have been placed at 5. For cleaned descriptions there is but little 
demand, though values are not lower. 

Sriczs.—Java cinnamon, No. 3, finds easily purchasers at 97 to 98 
cents. All other descriptions calm in expectation of the company's sale, 

Try is again lower. Sales have been made both here and at Rotterdam 
at 743f1., but purchases might be made at 74f. The total stock in 
warrants is 129,855 blocks, against 136,043 last year. 

Core-r.—At the company’s sale of 300,000 kil. the whole found pur- 
chasers, the large cakes at 504 to 514, and the small at 50} to 50] fl. At 
a private trade auction that followed, 785 cakes (30,700 kil.) were all 
bought in 53 f.

PEACE IN JAPAN. 

‘Tre news from Japan, though of a pacificatory character, is far 
from satisfying us that all danger of hostilities is averted, or 
that our foreign residents are not as liable as ever to the out- 
rages of arrogant and arbitrary power, ‘The delay first accorded 
to our wtimatum is succeeded by delay in enforcing its fall 
conditions, by agreeing to accept a part and not the remainder 
until reference shall have been made to England. Our national 
honour—taking it as scmi-bar ans comprehend it—is thus 
sacrificed, and an analysis of the “ polit’cal position ” at Japan wiil 
disclose that in every form which Asiatic cunning can sugzest we 
continue to be openly defied. Tae Japanese must think us 
essentially simple if we put up with the plea ‘that the 
Tycoon is powerless to arrest and give up the murderers. The 
Japanese, though: little better than a vegetative mass of beings, 
own toa strong nationality; and the greatest and mightiest 
of their princes must and will yield to an inexorable natioual 
necessity. We know enough of their internal political arrange- 
mentsto be satisfied that Japan is only a land ofdivided authori 
when occasionserves. It is easy enough for the Prince of Satsuma, 
surrounded by his army, to proclaim defiance of any attempt 
of the Tycoon to coerce him. This is part of the cunning 
which the Japanese enjoy heartily. The Tycooy, with the ut- 
most desire to conciliate us, gels as far out of our reach as he 
conveniently can, and establishes the Prince of the House of 
Miro, traditionally the most virulent against foreigners, as 
acting Tycoon at Yedo. The evasion of the Asiatic suggests 
ations, Whilst to coimplicate the phenomena 
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and to prevent us from drawing any correct deductions as to 
how the balance inclines, Western Japanese Princes whom we 
never heard of, are quoted for liaving a wholesome dread of us. 
All this mystery on the subject is a sham. We put no more 
confidence in the friendiiness of the Tycooy than iu Prince 
Satsuma. If there is any difference between the two Asiatic 
barbarians, it is merely a difference of interest, f 
t+ The present delay will not fail to be regarded in the light 0 
a concession, extorted from us by duplicity, if not diplomatic 
skill, and as such is to be deprecated. In the Japanese we 
have condoned the price of blood, au. been quieted at least for 
awhile. No doubt the Prince of Sarsusa has secretly made 
good the £120,000 to the Tycooy. ‘The prospect is by no 
means}pleasaut of having to put up with more petty man@auvring 
in the settlement of our national account, — It is impossible 
we can act in this matter consistently, decisively, or success- 
fally, so long as we listen to lying Japmese representa- 
tions,”,and refuse to take counsel solely of ourselves. 
Until we cease to listen to excuses, wo shall never overcome 
Japanese officials. They will have hopes of getting the upper 
hand. ‘he Russians are really more regarded than ourselves 
by the Japanese, simply because the Muscovite thoroughly an- 
derstauds Asiatic cunning, adapts himself to the supple 
Japanese so far as serves the purposes of trade, but when 
rights are claimed will not yicld an iota, knowing this would be 
accepted as a sign of weakness. It is the half yielding and 
conciliating spirit—a spirit not understood—that must be 
deprecated.

of this inglorious postponement ? The Japanese, doubtless in- 
structed by Russian officers that our force was insufficient for 
operations ashore—that, in fact, we could not make good our 
hostile demonstration—have acted accordingly. Had we been 
ready to land a large and imposing force, as well as dash the 
water-batteries to picces, on receiving such a reply as they 
have tendered, then the most vital of our requirements—the 
arrest and delivery of the murderers of Mr. Richarpson—wouid 
not thus have been virtually foregone. ‘Ihe Tycoon would have 
found his authority and bis power in our ultimatum ; and no 


internal difficulties—no dissevered jurisdiction—would have 
been pleaded, 





THE FRENCH TREATY WITH THE KING OF ANNAM 

The Moniteur has published the decree promulgating the 
treaty of peace concluded between France, Spain, and the King 
of Annam. The principal provisions of the treaty are as. 
follow: The Europeans are to have full liberty to practice the 
Christian religion in the kingdom of Annam, and to make con- 
verts. The three entire provinces of Bien-Hoa, Gia-Dink, and: 
Dink-Tuong (Mitto), as well as the island of Pulo-condor, are 
ceded to France. If any other nation desires to acquire terri- 
tory on Annamite ground, the King is bound to inform the 
Emperor of the fact, and the latter is at liberty 
to lend or to refuse his aid to the Government of 
Annam as he may think fit, but no cession of territory can 
be made without the sanction of the Emperor, French sub- 

cts are free to carry on trade with the ports of Tourane, 
Balat, and Quang An. ‘The King of Annam is to pay an in- 
demnity of four millions of doilars, to be divided over the 
space of ten years. ‘The citadel of Vinh-Long is to remain till 
further orders in the hands of tke French, but it is to be given 
up as soon as the King of Aunam shall have put an end to 
the rebellion, “ which at present exists dy his orders in the pro- 
vinces of Gia-Diuh and Ding-Tuong, and the country shall be 
in a state of tranquillity.” 

It is impossible to forget, with respect to this treaty, that. 
| when the expedition was sent forth it was stated in the most 
emphatic manner that neither France nor Spain would, under 
any circumstances, make a settlement in Cochin-China, or ac- 
cept a single foot of territory! The approaching arrival of an 
Abas ador from King Induk is announced, the principal object 
of his visit being the arrangement of the terms of a commercial 
treaty. ‘The Ambassador, after leaving France, will proceed to 
| Spain. The Imperial printing-office is engaged in the production 
of several works intended to facilitate relations between the two- 
countries. Que of these is a dictionary of the Annamite and 
French languages, of which the first volume has already been 
published at Saigon. 











FRENCH VIEWS RESPECTING CHINA AND JAPAN. 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, August 6. 

The prospect of war between the English and the Japanese,, 
and, in fact, everything that relates to the Far East, attracts 
considerable attention here at the present moment ; and as the: 
point of sight and the habit of mind of the French differ widely 
from those of the English, the views and speculations of the 
former upon the state of affairs in the Far East are peculiarly 
worthy of attention at the present moment. 

In the first place, the conduct of English merchants and 
specalators is not regarded with any special leniency, and the 
public here is told that, since the treaty of commerce was con- 
cluded, the manwuvres of the English merchants and their 
| modes of acting have given birth to a spirit of hostility in the 
breasts of the Japanese which is constantly on the increase. 
That war with Japan is imminent is as clear to the French as. 
to the English; and it is believed, or at least asserted, here that 
our Government is drifting into a great difficulty. A war with 
| Japan, it is said, will entail upon England great expenses, and 
there is nothing to prove that she will not encounter difficulties 
| similar to those which met the French expedition in Mexico. 
OF course, it does not escape the penetration of our neighbours 
that the interference with trade must have an effect on our 
establishments in China; and some people hero are not averse 
to entertain the idea of the possible failure of a campaign against 
Japan, and say that, should such a reverso happen, the com- 
mercial edifice which since 1842 the English have raised to suck 
colossal proportions in the East will be suddenly threatened 
with ruin. The principal force of Europeans, say they, con- 
sists in the moral authority which they exercise in the East, and 
which, being derived from military suecess, has a tendency to 
wear out in time; and the effect of a failure like that which 
occurred to the English ficet on the Pei-ho in 1858 would 
| bring about a violent reaction, so that England has every reason 
to avoid a war, the results of which may be so disastrous. 

It is curious to note the working of the French mind in the 
above remarks ; the whole authority of the Europeans is sup- 
| posed to be derived from military power, commercial energy 
| integrity and perseverance go for nothing. We succeed in the 
East because we first made ourselves feared, and our power will 
decline unless we keep up the wholesome moral terror! The 
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lesson learned by all the rest of the world that military conquest 
and government never of itself yet created a colony or gave 
rise to a great commercial edifice—to borrow a term used by 
our neighbours in the present case—seems to have been wholly 
thrown away upon the Gallic mind. As regards the probable 
effect of warlike procecdings against the Japanese, it is said that 
if the hatred of the Japanese nobility for foreigners should force 
the Mikado to fight and to repel an armed, as it has a pacific 
invasion, and if the inhabitants of Yedo, foresceirg the destruc- 
tion of their city, should retire into the interior of the country, 
the appearance of an English flect on the coast may not suffice 
to bring about an arrangement even after the bombardment and 
burning of the ports, and then a land force, with all the heavy 
material necessary in such cases, will be required. Our arsenals 
in China and India are, no doubt, it is said, well supplied, and 
the Sepoys will furnish an imposing force ; but the authority of 
Lord Clyde is quoted to prove that “ English soldiers will be 
required to supply the iron for the lance{;” and it is imagined 
that in the present state of India, “still trembling after her 
recent troubles,” the British troops there could not be spared. 
It is admitted that during the last three years in spite of the 
constantly increasing insoleuce of the Japanese, the English 
authorities have constantly tried temporising schemes, and 
have made all imaginable concessions, but this is not attributed 
to any desire to avoid bloodshed, or to any good feeling on 
the part of the British, but simply to the fact that our 
position in China is a very dangerous one, and that any 
difficulties elsewhere would probably bring about a cata. 
strophe. But in connection th the 
English in the Far East a curious theory is broached here. 
Great stress is laid on the rapid growth of the Russian power 
in China and on the neutral position always maintained by the 
Russian Goverument with respect to the Chinese and Japanese, 
and it is conjectured that the English Government “secing the 
extremity in which it is placed, and the dangers that it runs,” 
will endeavour to obtain the support or the intervention of the 
Russiaus in its quarrel with Japan. This idea, we are gravely 
assured, is one of the principal causes of the tergiversations 
at present exhibited by the British! For if, it is said, the 
Russians were to promise their support to the Japanose, or 
were no longer to leave the Chinese to the tender mercies of 
the English Legation at Peking, and if their promises should 
hereafter pass into acts, the consequences would very soon 
become visible at Shanghai and Calcutta, and the commotion 
felt there would produce a terrible shock in the heart of the 
city of London itself.

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THE DEATH OF LIEUT. TINLING BY THE REBELS. 


EXAMINER. 

The conduct of Lieut. Tinling, killed when engaged in illegal hostili- 
ties against the Chinese rebels, must not be treated as a mere personal 
question, and disposed of on the ground that he was acting under superior 
orders. Captain Dew has taken the responsibility for the lieutenant’s 
death, and in so doing he makes himself gravely responsible for himself 
violating and causing another to violate the orders of his Government. 
Admiral Kuper, indeed, states that, by taking a_part in hostilities beyond 
the prescribed limits of thirty miles, Captain Dew exceeded his instruc- 
tions. Ifa sentry were found beyond his post, would that be merely 
called exceeding his iustructions? “Captain Dew has trespassed against 
instructions, and thereby caused the service the loss of a valuable officer, 
besides presenting a pernicious example of insubordination for partisanship. 
Yet in the House of Commons not a word of blame of Captain Dew was 
uttered, nor indeed was his conduct characterised or adverted to in any way, 
except as exonerating the memory of his unfortunate brother officer. Yet 
if we are not to have another Chinese war, it is of the highest importance

the intestine troubles of the Empire. Thirty miles seem’ a liberal allow- 
ance of scope for partisan zeal, but if that wide boundary may be passed 
with impunity, we may not only have to deplore the loss of good officers 
in barbarous conflicis with which we have properly nothing to do, but shalt 
be drawn into affairs committing the honour of the flag, and leading to 
complications the end of which it may be impossible to foresee.

Tt may be a maxitn with Secretaries of the Admiralty and other officials 
that, like kings, they can do no wrong, but it is a maxim which is apt to 
| make men ignore generosity and to siolate justice. We do not suppose 
that Lord Clarence Paget is remarkable for ill-nature, but we must say 
that his conduct tewards the family and the relatives of poor Lieutenant 
Tinling, who lost his life the other day in China, displays a lamentable 
spirit of pettifogging pedantry. This young officer was the acting lieu- 
tenant on board H.M.S. Encounter, under the command of Captain Dew, 
now in China, Captain Dew had the strictest orders from the Admiral 
upon no account to go thirty miles beyond Ningpo. Instead, however, of 
obeying these instructions, he proceeded, with his subordinate officers, 
among whom was Lieutenant Tinling, to take part in the siege of Show- 
shing, far beyond the prescribed limits ; and in the course of the operation 
this young man lost his life. ‘That Captain Dew was guilty of a gross act 
of disobedience, it is impossible to doubt ; and indeed Admiral Kuper dis- 
tinctly told him that in acting as he had done he had exceeded his 
instructions. Lord Clarence Paget cannot understand how poor young 
Tinling can be said “to have died in the service of his country.” He 
caunot admit that he was wrong in asserting “ that this gallant young officer 
lost his life through his own indiscretion, and when acting as an amateur,’” 
| He is, of course, deeply grieved that anything he has said should give pain 
| toa “respectable family,” and to a young man whom he has known per- 
| sonally ; but his duty fo his country forbids him to apologice for the slur 
which he has cast on a young officer's character. Nobody denies that the 
authorities are quite right to set their faces against British captains mixing 
themselves up in the hostilities between Imyerialist and Taiping. But in 
order to obtain this laudable end it cannot be necessary to violate the 
principles of ordinary justice, and to stigmatise a gallant young officer who 
as died in the performance of his duties, as an “ indiscreet amateur.”

constrained to make common cause with Russia in establishing 
in Japan and China a system of compensation which would 
bode no good to other civilised nations, and to France in par 
ticular. When a ficrce and bloody struggle again deluges the 
Continent of Europe with blood, aud absorbs the resources of 
France, we are told that Great Britain and Russia rejoicing in 
the exhaustion of other powers, will sct aside their mutual ani- 
mosities in order to sccure to themselves a power acquired by 
the force of arms and political foresight. One will continue to 
weigh upon the liberties of Europe, while the other will pursue 
its dominion over the rest of the world, and turn it to com- 
mercial advantage. 

These are certain curious ideas, but they furnish a fair re- 
flection of the gencral run of French not‘ons concerning English 
policy, not only in the Far East but all over the world. 

The conduct of the English in Madagascar is spoken of here 
in terms that are a disgrace to a civilised country, but even the 
violent diatribes of the Imperial and other journals upon this 
subject supply useful hints. It is said that a naval force is 
about to be despatched to protect the French Consul and resi- 
dents in that island, and this announcement draws forth an ex- 
Pression of fear lest this should indicate the commencement of 
& new expedition following those of Mexico aud Cochin China, 
The war party here is thoroughly tired of peace in Europe, it 
thirsts for blood near home and pants for laurels to be plucked 
in the fair fields of the Old World, and it consequently depre- 
cates all expeditions such as those referred to, which have been 
almost universally unpopular with the French army as well as 
with the public. 








THE PRESENT CONDITION OF INDIA, 


AL FINANCIAL STATEMENT BY THE 
ECRETARY OF STATE (SIR C. WOOD). 

We gave an abstract in our last issue of the Indian Budget. 
The following details will be of interest to all interested in the 
Far East as illustrating the wonderfal progress of India :— 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE—1861-2. 

The accounts with which we have to deal are those of 1861-2, up to 
the 30th of April, 1862, and the regular estimate for 1862-3. As to the 
year 1861-2, I am glad to say there has been a great increase in the 
revenue of India. “When the regular estimate was submitted to the 
House last year it was estimated that there would be a deficiency of some 
£600.00. "1 am happy to say that, although the expenditure has been 
somewhat larger than the estimate, to the extent of £370,U00, yet the re- 
venue has increased to a large extent—viz., £920,000 in round numbers. 
So the deficiency, instead of £600,000, will be only £56,000. ‘The actual 
revenue was £43,829,000, the estimated amount being only £42,91 1,000. 
The actual expenditure was £43,390,000, the estimate having been 
£43,506,000, or an increase of £374,000; but the excess of revenue over 
the estimate, as I raid, reduced the actual deficiency to only £56,000. I 
think I may fairly congratulate the House upon the circumstance that se 
soon after the mutiny year we have arrived at a practical equality between 
Indian expenditure and Indian revenue. 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE —1862 8. 

I now come to what is called the regular estimate for the year 1862-3, 
which is an estimate of the public income and expenditure for the year, 
made up shortly before the close of the year, and very nearly approaches 
correctness. The Budget estimate of 1862-3, as transmitted from India, 
shows a probable surplus of £179,000, but it was my duty to state last 

ear that I thought some items should be omitted and some inserted, and 

said a year ago that in the result the probable deficiency would be 
£800,000: But in this case, still more than in that of 1861-2, the esti- 
mate of revenue and also toa lesser extent of expenditure were under 
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the mark. _It appeared clear soon after the year had begun that revenue 
was increasing more rapidly than had been estimated in April. As long 

0 as December last, we received a despatch from India which showed 
that in all presses the revenue would be £920,000 higher than the 
estimate laid before the Council of India in the April preceding, and 
that the expenditure would be about £600,000 higher than had been es 
mated, thus reducing the anticipated deficiency by about £320,000. t 
Tam glad to say the increase of revenue has been more extraordinary and 
the increase of expenditure has been less great. The regular estimate of 
1862-8 gave a probable income of £45,105,000. The Budget estimate 
of April, 1862, assumed a probable income of £42,971,000. In March, 
1863, the increase of revenue, compared with the estimate, was no less 
than £2,134,000. The result, therefore, is, that the regular estimate of 
expenditure is £48,825,000, and the Budget estimate £43,779,000 ; the 
increase of expenditure, taking India and England together, is only 
£46,000 ; and, subtracting the expenditure from the revenue, a surplus of 
£1,280,009 is left upon the year. I am still more happy to say that I 
have not the least doubt that the revenue will exceed the regular estimate. 
Even in this country it is not easy to be correct in estimating revenue, 
and in India it is even less easy, the estimate of revenue made by Mr. 
Laing before he left India being more than £2.000,000 under the amount 
received. But what is more material, as indicating the progress of the 
country, is comparison of the estimate for 1862-3 with the actual accounts 
of 1861-2, The revenue of 1862-3 may be taken at £45,105,000 ; thai 
of 1861-2 was £43,829,000; so that the revenue of 186: if the antici- 
pations of the regular estimate are verified, will show an increase of 
£1,276,0.0, compared with the revenue of the preceding year. OF this 
increase about £150,000 is due to the opium revenue; and the increased 
revenue from salt in 1862-3, as compared with 1861-2, is £770,0.0. The 
expenditure in India in 1861-2 was £37,245,000; in 1862-3 it amounted 
to £37,228,000, the reduction of expenditure in the latter year being thus 
only £16,000. That is owing to accidental circumstances. The army 
has been reduced by about £1,215,000 ; but the opium charge was more 
by £550,000, and a larger amount of interest has been paid, to the extent 
of £270,000. ‘he increase in expenditure is £46,000, ing England 
and India; the increase of revenue is £1,276,000. This is the more 
satisfactory because the reduction of the ten per cent. duty to five per 
cent. has taken place, so that the revenue has kept up in spite of that 
reduction. 

ESTIMATES AND REDUCTION OF TAXATION—1863 4. 

I now come to the year 1863-4, which is the current year. This is 
what is called the Budget estimate, which is laid by the Government of 
India before the Council of the Governor-General, The revenue of 
1863-4, before the reduction of taxation, was estimated at £45,306,000., 
and the expenditure at £44,490,000, leaving a probable surplus of 
£816,000. ‘That being the state of the prospective revenue and expendi- 
ture, the Government of India thought it advisable to reduce taxation to a 
certain extent, Everybody knows that a sort of pledge was given that the 
ineome tax should cease at the end of the appointed period, and in order 
to show that they were honest in this intention, and to relieve the people 
of India from the pressure of a tax which is felt very severely, the Todtan 
Government reduced the income-tax by a penny in the pound. At the 
same time they reduced the duty of ten per cent. upon the raw material of 
iron, and also a duty which I think ought never to have been imposed— 
the duty upon beer, one of the most wholesume beverages in India, and 
consumed there by Europeans, to the exclusion of spirits, which are much 
more deleterious. The reduction of the income-tax and the Customs’ 
duties together amount to £335,000, leaving a probable surplus of 
£480,000 for the current year. In the estimate opium figures to a very 
large amount, the anticipated revenue from this source in the course of the 
year being no less than £8,000,000. The increased expenditure is upon 
public works, to the amount of from £400,000 to 4,000, but there is 
also a very considerable increase in the charge for the police force and for 
law courts—establishments intimately connected with the peace and tran- 
quillity of the country. ‘These items represent the whole increase in the 
expenditure of the year. The satisfactory condition of the revenue is, of 
course, owing to the general improvement and growing prosperity of the 
country. The reduction of expenditure is due, in a great measure, to the 
exertions made by the Government of India; and the Committee would 
probably like to see what these reductions have becn during the last three 
or four years, 

DISCONTINUANCE OF THE INDIAN NAVY. 

During the last year we have discontinued the Indian navy. ‘That has 
been not from the slightest disregard of the merits and claims of 
this branch of the service, but because the state of things had very 
much changed from what it was in former years. In the early period 
of Indian history there was, in point of fact, no Indian navy at all, 
and the defence of India depended entirely upon the Royal navy. 
Subsequently the Bombay marine and the Indian navy were created, 
mainly for local purposes—the conveyance of troops, the suppression 
of the slave trade, and the prevention of piracy—and they performed these 
services admirably. But a considerable change has now taken place. 
Large French frijyates now constantly visit those seas, and, with a view to 
the adequate protection of English interests there, it is indispensable that 
such a naval force should be there as could not be maintained by the Indian 
Government. The Indian navy was not calculated to meet or to cope 
with the vessels of first-rate European Powers. _ It was therefore thouzht 
desirable to reduce that force within smaller limits; but on learning that 
this was our intention, the office \d the commodore who was at the 
head of that navy, expressed the opinion that if we were to reduce it to 
80 small a force as was proposed, it would be hardly possible to keep up 
the spirit and the character of that force. We therefore determined 
‘that it would be far more advantageous to put an end to the service alto- 
gether; but it must not be supposed on that acconnt that the officers, 
swherever they were employed, did not perform the most distinguished 
services. The measure adopted did uot originate in any doubt as to the 
admirable manner in which they discharged their duties, but it was 
thought desirable, simply for public reasons, not to continue the service. 

PUBLIC WORKS—SANITARY CONDITION OF THR ARMY. 

‘The great item in which an increase will take place is, of course, that 

‘of public works in India which are necewary for so many purposes, and 
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which can only be carried on by the Government. The first great cause 
of increased expense under this head will be for military works, with em 
improved construction of barracks. In consequence of the report of the 
commission appointed to inquire into the sanitary condition of the Indian 
army, a question was put the other night for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether we were prepared to take any steps in reference to the mortali 
in the Indian army. I am sorry that that question was put, because T 
think that a careful examination of the documents contained in the report 
would have shown that the general conclusion as to the mortatity, thi 
perfectly correct, was based on facts going so far back that they do not 
afford a very good index of the sanitary state of the Indian army at the 
present moment. ‘There is not the least doubt that the habite of the 
soldiers were more intemperate in former years than now, the rate 
of mortality which prevailed some forty years ugo is no good criterion of 
the rate of mortality at present. If we look to the appendix of the 
report, we find that the ‘conclusion arrived at is founded om accounts 
embracing four or five years of extraordinary mortality, which serve 
to swell up the average. For instance, in the Burmese war, duri 
1824 and the two following years, the mortality was 129 per 1,000, 
per 157 per 1,000, and 158° per 1,000. In the war of the Cabul 
massacre the mortality was 107, and in the first year of the Sikh war 
124 per 1,000, These few years swell the average in a wonderful way, 
Those were periods of war, but if we take periods of peace, the decrease 
of mortality is remarkable as we approach the present time. Before the 
Burmese war the mortality was 75 per 1,000 ; and in the next periods of 
peace after, the mortality was respectively 53 per 1,000, 50 per 1,000, 
42 per 1,000, and 324 per 1,000. During the mutiny in India, the mor- 
tality in twenty regiments which were sent from this country, but which 
were not in action, was only 34 per 1,000; and in eight regiments, whieh 
were in India at the time, the mortality was ouly 30 per 1,000. But comi 

to the last year for which we have complete returns—the year 1861—| 
find that in that year in Bengal the mortality was’ 47 per 1,000, of which 
nearly one-half was owing to an outbreak of cholera; in Madras the 
mortality was only 128 per 1,000, and in Bombay only 20 per 1,000. 
‘This is by no means a higher mortality than prevails in more teroperate 
climates,” Referring to the rate of mortality in the West Indies, I find 
it stated at 60 per 1,06 Ceylon at 38 per 1,000; in the Bermudas 
at 35 per 1,000; and in’ the Mauritius at 24 per 1,000, The rate of 
, therefore, as stated in the report of the commission on the 
sanitary state of the Indian army, is not a fair representation of the ordi- 
nary mortality, sufficient allowance nat being made for the casualties of 
the service, and for the deaths of persons suffering from wounds and 
diseases contracted in service. The ordinary mortality in India in times 
of peace is uothing like that which has been stated in the report, and I 
think it right 10 make this statement, becouse some alarm might other- 
wise exist in the public mind. It is not, however, to be supposed that 
we will relax in the least in our sanitary precautions, for it is incumbent 
‘on us to take every means for the preservation of the lives of our troops 
in India, 






























RAILWAYS—OPFNING OF THE BHORE GHAUT INCLINE, 

Another source of increased expenditure is the carrying on of works of 
a reproductive character. ‘The total sum applied to public works amounts 
to £5.237.200, and, including the guaranteed interest on railways, to 
£9,237.200, On this point Sir C. ‘Trevelyan, in his financial statement 
for 1863.4, stated: — 

“The Government desires that it may clearly be understood that any 
funds that can be expended with advantage on cotton roads, on works of 
irrigation or navigation, or on any other useful works, will be granted 
during the ensuing year. ‘There will be no diffi -ulty as far as money is 
concerned. The only limit will be the impossibility, in particular cases, 
of getting value for the outlay.” 

T-can assure the House that for some years past there has been no cheok 
whatsovver us far as moncy govs. If hon. gentlemen will look at the re 
port laid on the table by Mr. Daves, they will see that many railroads are 
now approaching completion, and that others are progressing rapidly. 
‘The whole amount now opened is 2,500 miles; 747 were opened last year, 
and 759 in 1X61. ‘The Kast India Railway is very nearly completed, 
with some small breaks, and Iam glad to say that, under the direction of 
Mr. Turnbull, the works have been admirably executed. The Great Indian 
Peninsula—one of the greatest works ever accomplished—is rapidly pro- 
gressing. The Bhore Ghaut inctine, which surmounts an elevation of 
1,800 feet in fifteen miles, was opened in April last. The scenery there 
is most beautiful ; it really is almost worth while going that far to see the 
magnificent works which have been erected there. If anyone is disposed 
to go by this time next year he would have an opportunity of seeing works 
equally great on the sister incline - the Thull Ghaut inclines. The amount 
of the estimated expenditure on these great lines was £60,000.000. Of 
this, £56.000.000 has been sanctioned, £48,000,000 has been raised, and 
£46,000.000 has been spent. The opening of these different means of 
‘communication from one part of India to another will be of the greatest 
possible advantage to that country As I ‘have mentioned Mr. Turnbull, 
T ought also to mention Mr. Berkely, who unfortunately was not spared to 
see the result of his skill and labour. Ihave been charged with having 
overrated the value of railroads, and neglected other means of communi- 
cation ; but it does so happen that though I sanctioned the opening of the 
Godavery, the Irawaddy Irrigation, and other great works, it never fell to 
my lot to sanction the opening of any of these great lines ot railway. 
When the railways are once commenced, the more rapidly they are pushed 
on the better. We guarantee the interest, and until the receipts begin to 
come, of course that is so much out of pocket. The House will be glad to 
hear that whereas in 1861-62 the traffic returns were only £390,000, in 
1862 63 they rose to £863,000. That, of course, is deducted from the 
guaranteed interest which we are liable to pay. 

WASTE LAND8—CHINCHONA, 

I need not go into topics which have already been made the subject of 
discussion here this session —such, for instance, as the sales for waste la 
Ona matter of that kind I will only refer to one assertion made—that 
there had been no applications to purchase waste lands. I have made 
inquiries, and I find the statement is totally inaccuaate. Applications 
were made to know whether there were lands for sale, by persons who 
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jired first to inspect maps of the district, so that they might select their 
fou Of course there vere no maps which would enable them to do that ; 
and hon. gentlemen will see that these complaints of the want of a survey 
are quite inconsistent with the violent attacks made against me for re- 
wiring a previous survey. I see in some papers we have recently received 
fom that they have carried out my instructions, and insist upon 
nothing more than marking out the boundaries, and special care being 
taken that there is no encroachment on lands belonging to private persons. 
So far from there being no demands for the purchase of land, I find that 
there has been a great demand in almost every part of Madras. I should 
mention also that we have lately introduced into India the culture of the 
chinchona, or bark plant, An enterprising gentleman, who is at present 
a clerk in the India-office, sent to South America for some plants, carried 
them out to India, and plantations ofthem have been established in various 
parts of Madras, with every prospect of their flourishing and becoming a 

very important feature. 

COTTON —S8ALT—THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

With regard to cotton cultivation, on a recent occasion I stated what 
had been done and what might be done, and to what extent the natural 
demand would induce the ryots to cultivate cotton to a larger extent. A 
considerable drawback bas been the want of gins—for those sent out from 
Manchester did not antwer the purpose. When the question was dis- 
cussed here no practical suggestion of any sort or kind was made differing 
from what had been actually done. I should be glad of any suggestion, 
but I don’t believe it is possible to offer any. I believe the ‘Government 
have done all that can be done, but I can assure my Manchester friends 
that the Government will spare no possible exertions to stimulate the pro- 
duction of cotton. It may be remembered that a matter which used to 
excite frequent discussion here was the taxation on salt. The Government 
of India were asked to do first one thing and then another; they left the 
matter alone, and the result is this: In 1842-3 the native salt was 4,700,000 
maunds, and the English salt 892.000 maunds—al'ocether, 5,592,000 
maunds. 1 1862-8 the native salt had fallen to 1.800,0.0 maunds, while 
British ealt had risen to 6,054,000 maunds — in all 7.854.000. a total in- 
crease of 40 per cent. The importation of English alt in the twenty 
years had increased sevenfold. ‘The natives at first had great prejudices 
to overcome, but at last they had come to prefer clean salt to dirty salt, 
‘To give an illustration of the advantage of railways 1 may mention that of 
1,220,000 maunds of salt sold at the Madras depot, as much as 3,000,000 
went by rail into the interior. As to the Indian debt, it has been reduced by 
about one million and three-quarters, and we propose to make some changes 
inregard to debentures. About £5,000,000 ot debentures become payablein 
October, and £300,000 in April next. We deem it, however, very de- 
sirable to create a debenture stock at a lower rate of interest than is now 
paid, and we have, therefore, resolved to issue some new stock at 4 per 
cent., redeemable at the end of twenty-five years. 
the first instance to the holders of debentures that are about to expire, and 
if they will not accept it, they will. of course, be paid off. Thus I shall 
either establish a considerable amount of 4 per cent. stock, or reduce the 
debt by paying off existing debentures. ‘The great object we have in view 
is to piace the credit of the Indian Government on a sound footing. The 
best way to do that is to prove that we are acting in gond faith, by never 
borrowing except when it ig really necessary, and by paying off our debts 
whenever we have the means to doso. We have shrunk from nothing 
that appeared to be desirable for the improvement of the country, and 
finding ourselves in possession of a surplus we have thought it best to 
apply it to the reduction of the public debt. I trust that the statement I 
have made will be regarded as satisfactory by the committce. 


GENERAL PROSPERITY OF THE COUNTRY. 
Throughout the length and breadth of India we hear of a progress 
and prosperity which must be deeply gratifying to all who have the in 
terests of that country at heart, and from all quarters I receive assuranecs 
of the contentment and loyally cf the people. Although the mate- 
rial improvement has been owing’to the development of the natural 
resources of India, still I believe that the measures which have been pro- 
posed by the Government and paxed by Paliament have con- 
tributed not a little to this very satisfuctory state of thing, The 
natives have been admitted to the highest positions. They have 
been placed in the Council of the Gov r-General, on 
the bench, and in other situations of high trust and dignity. ‘The people 
are now, I hope and believe, convinced that India is governed by us for 
the benefit of the great macs of the population. In referring to these 
results I should not be doing justice to my own feelings if 1 did not ex- 
press my obligations for the assistance I have derived from my Council 
and the support which the House has uniformly afforded tome, In 
conclusion, I now beg to move the following formal resolutions :— 

“|. That the total net revenues of the territories and departments 
under the immediate control of the Government of India for the year 
ended the 30th day of April, 1862, amounted to £3.098,196 sterling, and 
the charges thereof, for the same period, other than military charges, 
amounted to £2,857,876 sterling. 

“2. That the total net revenues of the Bengal Presidency, for the year 
ended the 30th day of April, 1862, amounted to £11,066,513 sterling, 
and the charges thereof, for the same period, ather than military charges, 
amounted to £2,140,555 sterling. 

“3, That the total net revenues of the North-Western Provinces for 

the year ended the 30th day of April, 1862, amounted to { 6,026,080 
sterling, and the charges thereof, for the same period, other than military 
charges, amounted to £1,845,497 sterling. 
4. That the total net revenues for the Punjab, for the year ended 
the 30th of April, 1862, amounted to £2,763.785 sterling, and the charges 
thereof, for the same period, other than military charges, amounted to 
£1,257,807 sterling. 

“5, That the net revenues of the territcries and departments under the 
immediate control of the Government of India, of the Bengal Presidency, 
of the North-Western Provinces, and of the Punjab together, he year

AN ENGLISH ENGINEER'S OPINION ON THE SUEZ 
CANAL.

h engineer on the whole of the works now in 
ey . is proposed to connect the Red Sea with the 
Mediterranean, by a Ship Canal through the Isthmus of Suez, will be 
read with interest by both parties in the controversy the undertaking 
excited. When the late Pasha of Egypt visited the International Exhil 
tion last summer his attention was not entirely engrossed by its marvels ‘of 
indusiry. In his own country one of the boldest conceptions of modern 
enterprise was being carried out by a company of Franks, and doubts had 
arisen whether the completion of the scheme was physically possible, even 
ifthe funds could be raised to pay the cost of it, the last question being by 
fo means a minor point in the discussion. To the Oriental mind the 
machinery of a company by which money can be raised by millions, to be 
expended at any place, for any purpose that merely promises a future re- 
turn of dividends, must appear like the rubbing of Aladdin's lamp passed 
into the hands of Western possessors. By some such inscrutable process, 
however, was made visible the commencement of an undertaking that 
Egypt iteelf had never dreamt of in its long sleep of ages. But the doubts 
referred to at last became disturbing, and the late Pasha, being largely in- 
terested in the scheme, whether it succeeded or failed, naturally wished for 
fuller and more impartial information on the subject. During his stay in 
England, therefore, he requested Mr. Hawkshaw to visit Eyypt, to ex- 
amine professionally the line of the proposed Ship Canal, and report his 
opinion of that work to the Egyptian Government, 

Mr. Hawkshaw accepted the commission, and, accompanied by four 
Egyptian engineers, made his survey in the course of last winter. He 
was In direct communication with M, Lesseps, the president of the Canal 
Company, and states that he and all the officers engaged on the works 
readily answered every question put to them, and without hesitation gave 
| him aec to every document he required. He adds that the labour of 
investigating so large a subject had been much lightened by the vast 
amount of research that had been previously bestowed upon it. 

‘The undertaking of the company is twofold. The first and principal 
scheme is, of course, the Ship Canil itself, to be eut directly across the 
desert, northward from Suez to Port Said, on the Mediterranean. Port 
Said is nearly at the eastern point of the great Delta of the Nile, that 
includes the whole of the fertile region of Eyypt, the better known port 
of Alexandria being at the extreme western extremity. The sea coast of 
| the Mediterranean is the base of the great triangle, of which Cairo may 
be taken asthe apex. Port Suid itself is situated on the long narrow 
spit of land that shuts in Lake Menzaleh from the Mediterranean, 
‘Through the shallow water of this lake the canal has been formed by 
dredging. This process has been so far completed that, for nearly 
one-third of the whole line proposed, a channel has been deep- 
ened through water “covering the earth.” It is only at the 
southern point of Lake Ballah that the work of cutting through 
the dry and sandy soil of the desert commenced. From this 
southern point of Lake Ballah an excavation, ten miles in length, has, Mr. 
Hawkshaw states, opened a channel navigable “ for flat-bottomed boats of 
small draught of water” from the Mediterranean into Lake Timsah. On 
summing up, therefore, what has actually been accomplished, we find that 
such boats, adapted for very shallow water, can penetrate the Isthmus 
from north to south for a distance of fifty miles from the sea, and of this 
distance thirty miles have been obtained by the process of dredging. 

‘The eecoud scheme undertaken by the company is independent of the 
first, and though called a “fresh water canal,” is, more strictly speaking, 
only an aqueduct. It is not intended to be navigable as the term canal 
generally implies in England, It is better described as a large trench or 
cutting, for the purpose of conveying the water of the Nile from Cairo 
northward, curving to the east, through a tract_of land “ purchased by the 
company,” to Lake Timsah, befure-mentioned, and then southward to 
Suez, “At present all the fresh water to be obtained at Suez is brought 
from Cairo by the railway. Large trains, conveying iron tanks filled from 
the river, are constantly passing along the line that conveys the passengers 
by the overland route, from sea to sea. The whole line of the proposed 
Ship Canal, from Suez to Port Said, runs either through the two salt 
water lakes on the Isthmus, the wide expanse of Lake Menzaleh on the 
sea coast, or the soil of the desert, “a barren land, where no water 
Labour is impossible without a certain and abundant supply of this ele. 
ment, for the want of which travellers in similar arid regions have often 
perished. This aqueduct is, therefore, a work of necessity, if the larger 
undertaking is to be carried on. _It will also be employed to irrizate such 
portions of the soil through which it passes as may be worth culiivating, 
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‘The portion of the Ship Canal still to be excavated is the whole of the 
line from Lake Timsah, southward, through another large sheet of salt 
water called the “ Bitter Lakes” and the Desert that lies between them 
and the northern point of the Red Sea, This last section of the line will 
run parallel with the ancient canal, and a little to the eastward of it. The 
‘course of the old work can be traced, but no part of it has been taken into 
the modern scheme. The works of the new harbour will carry the canal 
through the water of the Red Sea, past Suez, and terminate near a point 
‘on the eastern or Arabian shore marked as the “ Fountain of Moses.” 


It is scarcely necessary to say that the portion of the line described as 
completed and navigable” is very far from the accomplishment of the 
object in view. What has to be done exceeds what has been finished in 
about theproportion a large heavily freighted merchant ship bears to a ‘small 
flat-bottomed boat of smail draught of water.” In fact, the Suez Canal at 
present isa narrow and shallow cutting, marking out what is to be the 
course of an artificial channel that must be navigable for large ships of 
heavy burden, or be useless. It has been ascertained that the seas on 
both’sides of the Isthmus have nearly the same level, and as the soil along 
the whole line across it is strewed with shells common to the Red Sea 
and the Mediterranean, it is evident that ‘at no distant period, geogra 
phically speaking,” those seas spread over the desert track through which 
it is proposed to unite their waters again. But by far the greatest 
portion of the work has yet to be done. Without reference to 
the plans and sections by which the report jis illustrated it is diffi. 
cult to convey a clear idea of the proportion of what has to be 
excavated to what has been marked cut by the cutting on land and’ the 
dredging through shallow water; but if the reader will suppose that the 
furrow drawn by a subsoil plough marks the course of what is to be en- 
Jarged into a ditch he will have a rough notion of the approximation of 
what exists, compared to what 13 proposed, Nothing has yet been done 
between Suez and the northern end of Lake Timsah; and from that 
point northwards to the Mediterranean nearly five times athe amount of 
work completed has yet to be executed. ‘The earthwork done is estimated 
at 7,848,000 cubic yards; the amount still to be performed is 34,(00,000 
yards, ‘The cost of the works, so far, has been, by the French e-timate, 
1,220,000. Mr. Hawkshaw states that he sees no unusual difficulty in 
the execution of the plan, nor does he conceive that any contingencies can 
arise which engineering skill could not surmount; and, if completed, he 
thinks the canal could be maintained without any extraordinary yearly ex- 

rditure. But, considering the possibility of meeting with rock at the 

ved Sea entrance, and that the deep sea dredging at the Mediterranean 
end may cost more than the first estimate—consider 
already expended compared with the work done”--he thinks it would be 
prudent for the promoters of the scheme to calculate on having to expend 
£10,000,000 sterling, and five years of labour before a single cargo can be 
towed across what is now a neck of dry land. This is the least encouraging 
part of the report to those customary victims of modern enterprise, the 
«original shareholders.” 


‘When in the end of 1838 it was determined to proceed without the 
firman, the whole capital of £8.000,000 was forthcoming in less than a 
month. From that time M, Lesseps and his friends have practically had 
their own way. ‘The Porte had reserved its rights, and, as the only wish 
of the British Government was to maintain those rights, there was no 
further cause to interfere. As a political question the Suez Canal has 
ceased to be discussed for several years, much to the advantage of both 
ourselves and our neighbours. A general interest was revived a few 
months ago by the Note of the Porte which followed on the Sultan’s visit 
to Egypt, and which was directed to the questions of the forced labour by 
which the Canal is constructed, the poss:ssion of the lauds on its banks, and 
the agreement with regard to its neutrality. ‘This communication of the 
Porte, though quite consistent with its former policy in not granting 
the firman, of course brought it at onceinto collision with France, and 
has produced discussions of rather a spirited kind—France being as im- 
perious as usual, and the Sultan showing more resolution than was expected 
of him. ‘The end, we learn, is a comprom se. On the first point it is 
understood that the fellahs are to be hetter paid, and it is promised that 
they shall be fairly hired, though this last substitution for forced labour is 
not likely to be fully carried out. But the most important question 
relates to the company’s land, and on this subject it is stated that the Vice- 
roy is to come to an understanding with the company, which will receive 
a pecuniary compensation, to be decided hereafter, in place of the grant 
of the lands. ‘The third qnestion—of the neutrality of the canal—is 
likewise satisfactorily settled. When everything is arranged between the 
Viceroy and the company on the bases already agreed to, the Porte will 
ratify the convention and recognise the undertaking. 

We may congratulate all parties concerned on this conclusion 
moust entirely remove the Suez Canal from the domain of polit 
an end to any uneasiness that may have been felt at Contantinople, or, in 
a less degree, in London. The Porte has, in fact, estab! d the princi- 

le for which it contended in 18535, when it declined to recognise the late 

ceroy’s concession. ‘The company’s enterprise is row merely an ordi- 
nary work of industry, and as such will be looked upon with goodwill by 
all Europe, and by no peuple more than by the English, who, if it sue- 
ceeds, will profit by it most. On this last question we have no desire to 
give an opinion, “Mr. Hawkshaw has, after a Jong examination of the 
works in progress, reversed, as it were, the judgment of Mr. Robert Ste- 
phenson and the French engineer who reported with him against the 
scheme, and is of opinion that the works can be completed and kept in 
repair for a sum not very much more than that originally estimated. ‘hat 
this may be a correct opinion we sincerely hope, for a Sucz Canal, if even 
it did not bring the tra.e with Eastern Asia back to its mediaeval channel, 
would undoubtedly do much to civilise the regions which border the Red 
Sea.

Wellington (New Zealand), Japan, Shanghai, Foochoo, Hong Kong, and 
New York, and shipped at Wellington, as one of his crew, an Englishman, 
Wm, Broom, who proved extremely refractory, but twice refused 
his discharge when the ship was in China, and had subsequently to be 
put ia irons for mutinous conduct. ival at New York, Broom 
preferred a charge against the captain and chief mate for assault, and the 
latter was sentenced to pay a fine of $100 and $24 court expenses, and in 
default of payment to be imprisoned. Before the charge aguinst the 
captain came on, Broom had disappeared. The effort to discharge or 
reduce the bail cost the captain six weeks of labour and $500 cost. His 
lawyer proving a rascal, and failing to deposit the amount of the reduced 
bail, the captain was arrested again on his return to New York. Broom 
not making his appearance, the captain left New York. The portion of 
this narrative to which we desire to direct attention is that which relates to 
the assumption of jurisdiction by the court of New York over an oceur- 
rence taking place between British subjects on board a British ship on 
the high seas. If the asrault and buttery had occurred in an American 

ort, no question could arise as to the jurisdiction, but to assume it on the 
igh scas is something new in international law. 

Surat Cotron.—There seems to be very little doubt, says Mr. 
Baker, Inspector of Factories, that Surat cotton will come into extensive 
use. ‘In Wigan, Stockport, and other places he has found but one opinion 
expressed about it—namely, * Give us plenty of it, and a fair sprinkling 
of Egyptian and Brazil, and we should scarcely care whether we ever saw 
‘American cotton again.” One of the best judges of cotton cloth in Lan- 
cashire complained to a manufacturer that he was perpetuaily buying cloth 
as made of American cotton which had more or less of Surat in it, that he 
could always tell it, and that the attempted deception was very disappoint- 
ing. Tie manufacturer answered that he thought a cloth could be made 
ofall Surat cotton of such a quality that nobody could distinguish it from. 
one made of bowed Mobile. ‘The buyer said he was sure that could not be 5 
but the manufacturer said he would try. He did try; and, on submitting 
both cloths to the buyer, he placed his hand on the Surat cloth for 
‘American, The experiment may possibly have been made without regard 
to expense 5 but it proves that Surat cotton puscesses exceedingly valuable 
properties. At present frauds are practised upon it both abroad and, if 
reports speaks truly, here also. 

Taz sisrea oF Sin Stoney Sstin.—We read in the Army and 
Navy Gazette :— There is, we are told, now living in abject penury, @ 
woman aged eighty years, who is described as the sister and only surviving 
relative of a man whose name and whose deeds were on every one’s lips 
in the carly part of this century. ‘The woman is a lady; she is in beg 
gary, subsisting on casual charity, and so saved from dying in the 
pauper’s ward of the workhouse, ‘There are doubtless many poor ladies 
living in indigence, but the sister and only surviving relative of * Sidney 
Smith. the hero of Acre’—a British Admiral, a Grand Cross of the 
Bath—has surely some special claims on the consideration of those who 
are able to spare her the last degradation from which the Government 
and the country are apparently unable to rescue the few remaining hours 
of lite. General and Lady Mary Fox, Captain Kitchen, R.N., Com- 
mander Wright, R.N., vouch for the truth of the lady’s condition and 
clauns.

Improvep OnDNANcé.—The Select Committee appointed to report 
nominally on improved ordnance, but really on Sir William Armstrong’s 
guns, has reported, on the whole, in his favour. His field gun is declared 
“the best yet known,” only 13 out of 570 twelve-pounders having been 
returned for repair, and only three out of those proving unserviceable. 
‘As to the Navy, the Committee do not condemn their adoption, but they 
say that tie old G8 pounder is the best gun yet invented for smashing in 
iron-plates—a decision fatal to the extended employment of any other 
heavy ordnance. On the whole, it would seem that Government, in its 
contract with Sir W. Armstrong, obtained a capital field gun, but paid 
rather dear for a naval gun about as good as the old one. That is a very 
fair result for a Government to obtain, 

Exrrearion iro Triner.-—The old Bengal army may well be proud 
that for two of its officers—Captain Speke and Grant—was reserved the 
honour of discovering the source of the Nile. Surely, if Captain Speke

According to a circular of Messrs. Arles, Dufour, and Co, of 
Lyons, transactions in the silk markct as usual at this time o, 
the year, and more especially under the present aspect of! 
politics in Europe, have remained rather dull during the month 
Prices, however, have expericnced on the whole, little alteration. 
Swiss and German manufacturers, acting under the influence of 
the late events in America, having effected importaut purchases 
of sik, particularly in Italy. Iu France less confidence is enter- 
tained respecting the end of the American war. Manufacturers, 
having seen their hopes so often deceived, seem decided to wait 
the course of events before making any provisional purchases, 
and, meanwhile, but only for immediate wants, which will 
remain small until the receipt of orders for the spring, which 
are generally placed in September. 

The Times, on the telegraphic communication to India, has 
the followin; 

* The statement that telegraphic communication with India is expected 
to be brought into operation by the end of the year has been receiyed with 
great satisfaction by the principal commercial houses. It is not forgotten’ 
however, that the Government in connexion with this question, have in 
flicted very considerable injustice on private individuals. Some yearS 
back a number of investors established a company for carrying a line by 
the route now adopted in preference to that of the Red Sea, on which the 
public money has been squandered. The Government encouraged them, 
and promised that all necessary steps should be taken to secure the requi- 
site concession from the Sultan. In consequence of this their shares went 
toa premium, at which numerous parties made purchases. Suddenly, 
however, the company found themselves deserted by the Government 
without a word of explanation, and, after much expenditure of time, 
money, and trouble, they were compelled to suspend operations. No 
compensation in any shape was ever vouchsafed to them, and all the satis- 
faction they are now likely to receive is that of finding that, although they 
have lost their subscriptions, their views were perfectly correct.” 

An extraordinary meeting of the Bank of Hiudustan, China, 
and Japan was held at the office of the bank, Cornhill, for the 
sole purpose of confirming the resolution passed by the share- 
holders present at an extraordinary meeting of the company, 
held on the 6th ult., altering the rules and regulations of the 
company, as contained in the articles of association, by exclud- 
ing therefrom the 19th clause. Confirmed accordingly. 

Annexed is a communication with regard to the recent 
reduc ion of the tea duty, and the causes which tend to prevent 
the consumption of that article from rapidly attaining its 
natural dimensions : 

“ Sir.—The commercial public feel great interest in the results of the 
recent reduction of the tea duties. It is yet too carly to say much on the 
subject ; but as far as can be judged, the measure has not been followed 
by the full increase of consumption that was anticipated. It is suggested 
that the principal hindrance to the development of this trade, now that the 
duty is brought to a comparatively low point, consists in the delusion en- 
terlained by the greater part of the poorer classes that good tea is not to 
be obtained except at high prices. This delusion is, of course, encour- 
aged by the dealers, because it is upon the high and fancy-priced teas that 
they can best lay on a high per centage of profit. A great service would 
be rendered to the commerce of the country, and also to the tea dealers 
themselves. since in the end it is from extensive consumption that the 
larzest and safest profits would be derived, if the people could be enlight- 
ened on the real state of the case, and be induced to trust to their own 
taste and judgment, instead of allowing themselves to be pereuaded by 
interested persons, who are often far less competent to form an opinion, 
and who are biassed by the desire to obtain a large commission. Ex- 
cellent tea is to be obtained at 2s, 2d. per Ib., that would svon. if it could 
geta fair market, deservedly supeisede much of that for which 3s. Gd. 
and 4s. is now paid. By applying to really respectable grocers, con- 
sursers may easily make the experiment for themselves, siuce, although 
these persons would not volunteer to sell the low-priced sound article in 
preference to the high-priced fancy one, they would, as a general rule, 

onestly supply that which is demaaded. If the public could know the 
extent {0 which they are fooled and laughed at by the connoisseur com- 
mission agents of tea and wine merchants, they would soon learn a grand 
lesson of domestic economy, and also the desirableness of endeavouring to 
cultivate a power of forming an estimate for themselves as to what they 
should like or dislike.—I am, Sir, &c. “ Canton.”

The half-yearly report of the Bank of Egypt states the avail- 
able balance (including £4,663 brought from the previous 
account) to be £13,895, out of which a divideud is recom- 
mended at the usual rate of 7 per cent., leaving £5,145 to be 
carried forward. 

The bar silver brought by the West India packet has been 
sold for the East at 61d. per oz., the rate obtained for the pre- 
vious arrival, In the interval, however, transactions have been 
effected both at 60% and 613d. The Mexican dollar at 63d. 

‘At the half-yearly meeting of the London and County Bank 
Mr. W. C. Jones in the chair, it was stated that the profits for 
the six months had been at the rate of 21} per cent. per annum, 
and that the available balance was £65,322. Out of this a 
dividend of 6 per cent. for the half-year was adopted, and 
£15,000 was ordered to be added to the reserve fund, leaving 
£14,343 to be carried forward. The amount of customers’ 
balances, &c., held by the bauk is £3,554,492. 

A supplementary return regarding the formation of limited 
joint-stock companies gives a list of all tbat have been regis- 
tered since the 15th of June last up to the 9th ult. Although 
the period embraces little niore than threo weeks, the number 
of English companies specificd is; fifty-eight, with a nominal 
capital of £14,328,200 ; of Irish two, with a nominal capital of 
£14,000; and of Scotch three, with a nominal capital of 
£3,600, ‘The average nominal capital of the English companies 
is £247,000, the highest being that of the “Credit Metro- 
politan ” for £3,000,000, since believed to have been abandoned, 
while the lowest is that of a concern which figures for £1,000, 
with the important title of the United Bank of England, France, 
and America. 2 

The report of the directors of the Mediterrancan Extension 
Telegraph Company, submitted on the 7th inst., states : 

“The improvement in the revenue has been such as to render it un- 
necessary for the company to apply to Her Majesty's Government for 
assistance under the guarantee. ‘This improvement would doubtless have 
been more fully developed had the interruption not occurred on the Malta 
and Alexandrian line. As, however, it is believed that that interruption 
will only be temporary, the directors do not anticipate any serious dimi- 
nution in the receipts for the current half-year. ‘The company’s cables 
still continue in excellent working order. Since the last report, the cable 
therein alluded to as being about to be laid by the Italian Government 
has been successfully submerged, and the t:ansmission of message between 
Malta and Great Britain has been, as was anticipated, very materially 
accelerated. ‘The directors recommend the payment of the usual dividend 
on the preference shares and the same dividend on the original shares as 
was paid last half-year. ‘They also recommend that a sum of £544. 
18s, Qd., being at the rate of £10 per cent. on the receipts, be added to 
the reserved fund.” 

Rotterdam letters mention that a sample of cotton from a 
new source is about to be offered in that market. It consists 
of nine bales from the island of Java, four of which were grown 
from New Orleans seed, and five from East Indian. The 
quality of the former is stated to be very satisfactory, being not 
inferior as regards cleanness to middling fair North American, 
while the report is also favourable with regard to staple and 
strength, The sample grown from East Indian seed is not 
equal in the latter respects to that grown from New Orleans.

Meranhamo, June 27.—The Robin, Gammon, from London for Shang- 
hai, came in here, June 16, from Ceara, where she put in with her 
bottom foul; about half her cargo has been discharged, and she was 
beached yesterday and found to be perfectly sound. It is thought that 
she requires repairs which will detain her for 15 or 20 days.
